The author of this article is one of 
the most remarkable men in the young 
Turkish Republic. Savant, litterateur 
and financial expert, Rechid Safvet Bey 
has been in the Diplomatic Service, the 
Finance Ministry, and has served in a 
long succession of Ministries. . He was 
the financial adviser of the Turkish 
Delegation at the London Conference in 
1915, and was General Secretary of the 
Turkish Delegation at Lausanne in 192°. 
He also represented his country at the 
international Commercial. Conference at 
Versailles. Jt was Rechid Safret Bey 
wha induced the National Assembly of 
Angora to adopt Arabic numerals as used 
in Europe in place ot the old Mussulman 
figures which had been used in the 
country for centuries, 


URKEY is recognised in the West as 
one of the countries which have 
recovered most rapidly after the war, both 
from the military and the economic point 
of view. From the politica] standpoint, 
the traditions of energy and discipline 
which characterise the Turkish race have 
been admirably displayed by our Presi- 
dent, Mustapha Kemal, an intellectual 
giant, who, after having created the New 
Turkey out of nothing, has been able to 
give it an impulse which is truly 


prodigious 

There has been talk lately of the 
political diffienlties of the Government 
and of the prospect of a. ministerial 
change. Those who spread _ these 
ridiculous stories show a great ignorance 
of the constitutional organisation and the 
internal affairs of Turkey. There is 
no possibility of any parliamentary 
opposition against the present Govern- 
ment. The Cabinet of Ismet Pasha, 
assured of the unshaken confidence of the 
President and all the deputies, wil] pursue 
tenaciously a procramme of reforms whose 
complete realisation wil] completely trans- 
form Turkey. 

The first fact to be grasped is that the 
Turkish Republican Government has 
decided to change the historical position 
of our country, and make Turkey the 
advance guard of European civilisation 
towards Asia, instead of the difficult and 
ungrateful réle of flac-hearer of Islam in 
Christian Europe. The example of the 
Turks is so impressive, that, in spite of 
our complete “ anti-clericalism”’ towards 
the opinion of the Mussulman world, the 
most remote states of Central Asia, such 
as Afghanistan, are modelling their 
institutions on ours. which are anti- 
fanatical and progressive. It is certain 
that the rapid and complete modernisation 
of Turkey is not only a powerful element 
making for peace in Asia. but a force 
making for equilibrium in the whole 
world. 


ECONOMIC POSSIBILITY. 


Reducec to territories inhabited ex- 
clusively by the Turks, our Republic is at 
present the strongest homogeneous agglo- 
meration in the Near East. .This truth 
has been recognised by those who are 
directing European diplomacy, and finds 
an echo in our latest foreign Treaty, the 
one with Italv Since the Turks first 
appeared on the banks of the Mediter- 
ranean, more than a thousand years ago. 
their neighbours have had to take account 
of their presence, and that necessity is 
more tianifest than ever after the Great 

ar. 

In spite of lack of capital. Turkey has 
enormous reserves of economic possibility. 
[tf is undeniable that European technical 
and financial collaboration would give a 
great impetus to our national production. 
Iiven without such collaboration, and with 
our own resources, Turkey, although re- 
duced to a quarter of her pre-war territory 
and resources, succeeded in 1927 in pro- 
ducine almost as much as the whole Otto- 
man Empire before 1914. The keynote of 
our new -national economy is the har- 
monious werking of the State with private 
enterprise. The Budget receipts for 1928 
touch a total sum of more than twenty- 
two million pounds sterling, and the 
returns for 1927 greatly exceeded the most 
optimistic expectations. There is reason 
to hope, therefore, that in 1928, receipts 
and expenditure will balance. Let me 
add that since the establishment of the 
Republic, the Treasury has settled 
internal floating debts amounting to more 
than five million pounds sterling besides 
paying one and two millions in compensa- 
tion. The floating debt remaining to be 
paid is well below two million pounds. 

Tt is deplorable that tendencious and 
malicious stories should be current abroad 
about Turkey’s capacity for production, 
which has not ceased to increase. Here 
are some figures: Since 1922, without 
interna] or external borrowing, Turkey has 
constructel 12.500 miles of new roads, 
about 1,250 miles of railway, 5,000 large 
and small bridges, and 8,000 factories, 
schools and hospitals. She has built up 
a merchant marine of 250,000 tons. and 
stil] managed to save about ten million 
sterling. By its faithfulness to its under- 
takings towards foreigners and the 
regularity of its internal payments, the 
Turkish State has re-established its 
credit, as is shown by the uniform rise of 
Turkish holdings on ‘Change. We may 
reasonably hope, therefore, before long, 
to see a legal stabilisation of the Turkish 
currency, which is already stabilised in 
fact. This will be one of the essential 
tasks of the State Bank. the establishment 
of which has virtually been decided upon. 
and which will dispose, to begin with, of 
more than twenty million sterling. without 
counting the offers of loans made to the 
Government by three American, French 
and Italian groups. 


FORESTALLING CONFLICT. 


Our eminent Foreign Minister, Tewfik 
Rouchdy Bey, has signed treaties with all 
the States more or less interested in 
Eastern affairs. which forestall any 
possibilitv of conflict. Russia. Great 
Britain, France and Italy have, in turn. 
signed such Treaties with us, and it 
should be noted that the agreement 
between Turkey and Italy is not directed 
against any European nation, as some ill- 
informed people have imagined. There 
remain only some difficultiesewith Greece 
to be dealt with. Our economic relations 
with Germany and Austria were renewed 
after the Treaty of Lausanne, and will 
certainly take on a more considerable 
development still. ' Té can be stated 
without hesitation that the Turkish 
' Republic is determined to keep its engage- 
ments with all those who have shown con- 
fidence in us. In my recent visits to 
Paris, Amsterdam, Geneva and Vienna, I 
found that financial circlag were becinning 
to interest themselves again in Turkey, 
and that commercial men and bankers 
were disposed to enter into direct relations 
with us as before the war. 

Through the most difficult circumstances 
and the most trying hours of their history, 
the Turks have never failed to appreciate 
at its true value the collaboration of 
foreign nations who do not mix up politics 
with business, just as business men In 
Europe and America have always 
recoenised the loyalty and good faith of 
the Turks in al] their undertakings. This 
reciprocal esteem will continue 
future, whatever destiny may have in 


store.

A Busy Author. 


Mr. John Buchan, who has just com- 
pleted his biography of the famous Duke 
of Montrose after fifteen years’ work on

University, and 

later at Oxford he 
' became President of 

the Union, and car- 

ried off several 
- coveted prizes. He 

became a barrister 
in 1901, and was 
private secretary to 
Lord Milner during 
the latter’s High 
Commissionership cf 
South Africa. 

For some time Mr. Buchan has been 
managing director of a large Edinburgh 
publishing house, but he has not only 
found time to write several capuble 
novels, but has compiled one of the best 
histories of the European War. 

Recently he achieved fame as a budding 
parliamentarian. He was elected as 
representative for the Scottish Universi- 
ties last year. He made an immediate 
success in his maiden speech, and his sub- 
sequent speeches have confirmed the early 
impression. 


Ghe Important Boots. 


An acquaintance, who is a commercial 
traveller, tells me that the boots is the 
most important personage in the average 
Irish provincial hotel. 

In addition to seeing that boots and 
shoes are polished and returned to the 
right number, it is his duty to wake the 
guests in the morning, prepare their baths, 
and carry the luggage to and from the 
station. For these services he receives the 
customary shilling. Anything less than 
that sum would offend-him. Even gentle- 
men who have their own cars must give 
this honorarium. 

The boots in some of the bigger hotels 
rarely, if ever, polishes footwear. He 
delegates this menial task to ambitious 
juniors, whom he remunerates out of his 
tips. 


Al Donegal. Strand. ' 


Rossnowlagh, on Donegal Bay, which 
has a magnificent strand a mile in length, 
a fine sea, cannot even boast of being a 
hamlet. It has a hotel, two public bars, 
and a number of farmers’ large houses, 
which are crowded at this time of year by 
the professional and business classes from 
Enniskillen, Cavan, Clones, Omagh, and 
even well-known professional men from 
Belfast and Dublin. 

Its Sabbath is stricter than the Scottish 
day of rest. There is a golf course, a 
tennis court, and one tea shop, but all are 
strictly closed on the Sabbath. These are 
no bathing boxes. The sexes mingle 
together as they undress, like one big 
family. They lie along the sand dunes 
and enjoy to the full a sun bath with « 
bathing costume on. There are no 
trippers; for they are not encouraged. 

Rossnowlagh is, perhaps, the most 
aristocratic seaside resort in Ireland, and 
the most conservative and primitive. 
Though in Donegal, it is bhun 100 per 
cent. Protestant; the Parich Church, with 
its rector from Cork (Rev. N'". Trinder), is 
crowded on Sunday mornirgs, and the 
Presbyterian Kirk has its service in the 
afternoon. Anything could be left lying 
about all night, and would not be touched 
—the one exception being a golf ball. 

It is possible to reach Rossnowlagh by 
train, but at the station there is neither 
a stationmaster nor a railway porter. The 
remarkable thing is that large numbers 
of Scottish visitors come to it year after 
year, and it is scarcely known of in 
Ireland outside a certain radius. Rooms 
are rebooked a vear in advance, and, 
unless one is an old customer, it is almost 
impossible to get rooms there, The total] 
number of guests is about 450. 


An Irish Memorial. 


A lady told me the other day that the 
friends of the ex-Service men are very 
anxious to erect a memoria] to the Irish- 
men who fell in the Great War, im the 
guise of a gate at the entrance to St. 
Stephen’s Green, opposite the Shelbourne 
Hotel, where 
erected new lamps. It would match the 
South African memorial at the Grafton 
street end. Surely, this is an excellent 
project. It would be in a most central 
Spot: it would vastly improve that part of 
the city; and it would tell the strangers 
who frequent the Shelbourne that we have 
not forgotten our countrymen who lie in 
Belgium and elsewhere.

INTERESTING EXHIBITION IN

The loan exhibition of old paintings in 
Egan's Art Salon, 38 St. Stephen’s Green, 
is the first of the kind which has been 
held in Dublin for a considerable time, and 
contains among the thirty exhibits several 
pictures of very great interest.

An Army Journal. 
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1A Noted French Resort. 


The smart punishments recently inflicted 
upon British excursionists in Boulogne for 
riotous behaviour during a holiday there 
serves as a reminder that Boylogne is one 
of the most popular French resorts 
patronised by English tourists. Next to 
Calais, it enjoys the distinction of being 
one of the places nearést to the English 
coast, and some hundreds of thousands of 
British travellers visit it in the course of 
the year. Boulogne offers many attrac- 
tions to the visitor, with its antiquities— 
it was known to the Romans under quite a 
different name—its fine promenades, and 
splendid facilities for sea-bathing. More 
than a century ayo a good d--! of atten- 
tion was directed towards it; for it was 
there Napoleon, in 1805, concentrated 
nearly 200,000 troops and 2,400 transports 
to convey thém across the English Channel 
on the first favourable opportunity, which, 
however, never came. 

Boulogne was for a brief period in its 
history an English possession, havinz been 
captured by Henry VIII. in 1544, but it 
was restored to the French six years later. 
Dickens passed some agreeable summers in 
it, finding a good deal to interest and 
amuse him in his surroundings, while at 
the same time actively engaged in literary 
work during the day-time, and enjoying a 
rest among the roses or an evening walk 
later on. But even then the great novelist 
found much to deplore in the conduct of 
Describing 
a visit to the pier, he says: “I never did 
behold such specimens of the youth of my 
country,” and adds: “One is heartily 
ashamed of them, and they contrast so un- 
favourably with the natives.”’ 


Motor Cycle Thrills. 


Dublin folk are fortunate in having at 
the doorstep of the city, so to speak, the 
unrivalled broad acres of the Phenix 
Park, where polo, cricket, tennis, foot- 
ball, hurling, athletics and motor cycling 
can be witnessed without charge; but, 
apparently, motor cycle racing is at the 
moment the most popular sport. It was 
surprising to see the thousands of men, 
women and children who gathered along 
the racing track in the Phenix Park 
yesterday to watch the Tailteann contests. 
The crowds were particularly dense at the 
corners; for motor cycling enthusiasts 
dearly love the thrills of ‘‘ cornering ” at 
top speed. The races certainly were very

Of 

that the other folk, at any rate, have no 

reason to complain; for Sir Henry has 

done more than any other conductor of 

his generation to introduce new works to 

the British public. The son of a music 

teacher, he made his first public début 

as a pianist at the age of six, and before 

he was fourteen was appointed organist of 
a London church. 


An Official Journal, and— 


Ten years ago this month the Executive 
of the Irish Volunteers conceived the idea 
of printing and publishing secretly an 
official journal for circulation among the 
members of that organisation, with the 
result that on August 31st, 1918, a little 
four-page sheet made its appearance. The 
first printer was compelled to close down, 
and for a brief period the tiny paper was 
produced in another printing works. Later 
on, at, a conference at the insurgent head- 
quarters, it was decided to purchase a 
cheap platen press and print the journal 
themselves. Then began a period of 
mysterious activities at the back of a little 
tobacco shop in Aungier street, where the 
paper was set up from an old font of type 
by artificial liztht in a box of a room which 
had no window, and it must have been a 
very arduous job, indeed.

I am reminded of the origin and early 
days of this little production by the 
appearance of the June issue of its legiti- 
mate descendant, described on the cover as 
the “ Irish Army Quarterly,’’ and bearing 
the same name as the journal of ten years 
ago, An t-Oglach. With the title, however, 
the resemblance ends. Instead of a crude 
four-page sheet we have a finely produced 
magazine of 118 pages with half-tone illus- 
trations. Instead of being distributed free 
it costs four shillings per copy, and, so 
far from being an official organ, it is at 
great pains to stress the fact that it is 
strictly unofficial. 

From the beginning of 1923 until the 
end of 1926 An t-Oglach was produced 
with the sanction and assistance of the 
Army authorities, first, as a fortnightly, 
and later as a weekly. Its price was two- 
pence; it was described variously as 
‘* semi-official ” and official; it made free 
use of the crest, and it catered especially 
for the N.C.O.’s and men. In the issue 
before me a sergeant-major mentions that 
the journal in its new and extremely 
dignified form has ceased to cater for ihe 
‘other ranks.” It is now modelled on 
the lines of the continental military 
journals, and the articles are, on the 
whole, excellent examples of what “uch 
articles should be. But, with a constant 
clamour for the abolition of the force 
altogether, and the possibility that this 
may come about through a political 
victory, an officer in the Free State 
Defence Forces (‘‘ Army”’ is not the legal 
title) may hesitate to regard the pro- 
fession of arms as a life-long career and 
apply himself assiduously to its study.

You will find sur- 
prising sides arising every now and then 
on the Association and Rugby football 
fields. 

The Rugby Harlequins are, of course, 
well-known: but one only hears of the 
cricket Harlequins once, as it were, in a 
blue moon. A year ago people rubbed 
their eyes in astonishment when it was 
announced that the Harlequins would play 
a match. Most people have seen a Harle- 
guin cap, from the faded affair on 
‘Plum’ Warner’s head, to that of the 
latest county recruit from Oxford. They 
have seen H. T. Hewett making sixes in 
it, and that most graceful batsman of all 
time, L. C. Palairet, wear it to 
victory; or B. J. T. Bosanquet, the father 
of the ‘‘googlie,’’ hand the precious cap 
of red, yellow, violet and blue to the 
umpire before an over. i 

Few people, however, had seen the 
Harlequins play as a side. and, unless 
they aré present at Eastbourne on August 
29th. they are scarcely likelv to see them. 
People have tried to buy Pelham 
(‘Plum '”) Warner's cap, just as a great 
admirer—a member of the band of H.M.S. 
New Zealand—begged for his trousers (“ in 
remembrance of England’s greatest 
skipper’’) to wear for a test match at 
Sydney. “Plum” was proud to comply 
with the latter request, but nothing would 
induce him to part with that faded Harle- 
quin cap, which always looked a hundred 
sizes too laree for the great little man 
who recovered the ‘‘ashes.’’ 


HAMBLEDON IN TOP HATS. 


What has become of the old Hambledon 
Club, who playel for many years on Wind- 
mill Down, which sloped downhill on all 
sides from the centre? How proud the 
Hambledon farmers were when Hambledon 
village played all Eneland in their top- 
hats and neckties! How surprised York- 
shire, lancashire, Kent or Notts would be 
if they received a challenge from this 
purely native product! Here would be a 
complete side of surprises —not one repre- 
sented by people from other counties, or 
overseas players 

There are many famous clubs that. one 
rarely hears about—the Zingari, The 
Guards’ Brigade, Free Foresters, Devon- 
shire Park, Gentlemen of England, and so 
forth. Have vou ever seen the Perambu- 
lators and Etceteras play? Do you 
remember the Gentlemen of Philadelphia. 
and, before them, the Lady Cricketers? 
Do you know which is the unbeaten Rugby 
side in the world? They played the 
Barbarians at ’Soccer and Rugbv. and 
won both events. They lost at athletics, 
but their Rugby record is undiminished. 
They are the Corinthians. 

One remembers, every 
Faster, that the Barbarians exist. South 
Wales is always glad to see the “ Baa- 
Baas,’ for whom plavers from all the 
countries (including Wales) turn out. 
Here is another side which owes its incep- 
tion to Oxford, and the name of the side, 
one suspects, is derived from Matthew 
Arnold’s tribute to the city of dreaming 
spires, and to the youth who learned the 
game there—‘‘ the young barbarians all at 
play.”’ 

“STILL GOING STRONG.” 


One hears very little nowadays of such 
famous Rugby clubs as the Wasps, 
Middlesex or Berkshire Wanderers. Ken- 
sincton and Clapham Rovers are no more, 
but the Saracens are “still going strong, - 
though with the diminished glory of olden 
davs. We miss such teams as the R.I.E. 
College at Cooper's Hill and the Marl- 
borough Nomads. Every now and then. 
however, that wonderful combination of 
two famous Scottish schools, Fettes and 
Loretto, will give older teams a lesson in 
the art of Rugby football. 

The Corinthians are not the side they 
were in the days of G. O. Smith, the 
brothers Walters, Cobbold, Oakley, Fry. 
Henfry. Wrefold, Brown, and “Tiv’”’ 
(R.E.) Foster: nor are the Casuals. Yet. 
both these famous sides have a habit of 
bobbing up serenely every now and then. 

There was a time when the Royal 
Engineers could win the English Cup; 
when the Old Westminsters and Crusaders 
were forces to be reckoned with, but, alas! 
they have left only the glamour of their 
name behind. Occasionally, however, you 
will find in Mr. So and So's eleven (as in 
C. N. Jackson’s in the old days) a wonder- 
ful combination of “crocks,’’ “have 
beens’’ and “forgotten ones” who can 
give the best sides of the country a fright.

(Viscountess Lascelles) to Belfast in 
October next has created much interest 
in social circles. ur, her short stav 
in the North the Princess will be the 
guest of the Duke and Duchess of Aber- 
corn at Government House, Hillsborough. 
Her Royal Highness takes a deep and 
abiding interest in hospital administra- 
tion, and the main object of her journey 
to the Northern capital is to perform the 
opening ceremony in Connection with the 
new wing, now nearing completion, of 
the Samaritan Hospital, Lisburn road. 
The origina] structure has also been 
entirely renovated, and the institution 
will now be in a position to cope with the 
many demands upon its resources. In its 
new form the hospital will be a model of 
what such establishments should be, while 
its medical and nursing staffs are worthy 
of the traditions of Belfast in that 
respect. The expense connected with the 
extension and remodelling of the hospital 
has been very great, but the fund in- 
augurated by Lady Craigavon has been 
splendidly supported. A cordial welcome 
will be given to Princess Mary and 
Viscount Lascelles, and everything pos 
sible will be done to ensure that tl.eir 
sojourn in Belfast may be a happy one. 
The distinguished visitors are expected 
to arrive on the llth October, and the 
hospital ceremony will take place the 
following afternoon. On Saturday, 135th 
October, the Princess, accompanied by the 
Duchess of Abercorn, will attend an 
entertainment given by the Boy Scouts 
and Girl Guides, and the party will leave 
for England on the same evening. 


CLOSELY GUARDED SECRETS. 


There is a good deal of curiosity in the 
city as to the outcome of the Collins’ 
report regarding the administrative 
methods of the Corporation. The 
document has been in the hands of the 
“ Big Six ” for some time, but its secrets 
are rigidly guarded, and any forecasts 
that have given of its contents are simply 
based on “‘ intelligent anticipation.’’ The 
man in the street has his own opinion on 
the matter, and many people think that 
the report is not very complimentary in 
some quarters where least expected. That 
the recommendations made by Mr. 
Coilins are of a far-reaching nature there 
can be no doubt, and, if carried into 
effect, they will radically change the 
mode of procedure in the City Hall. 

The visit of the Lord Mayor and two 
members of the special committee to 
Tondon during the week-end for the 
purpose of-conferring with Mr. Collins 
regarding his report has set tongues 
wagging, and there is much speculation 
as to the object of the interview, espe- 
cially as Sir William Turner has declined 
either to confirm or deny the rumours 
which are flying about. Sir William 
says it would be unfair to make any state- 
ment at present, but expresses the 
opinion that, if Mr. Collins’s recom- 
mendations are adopted by the Corpora- 
tion ‘‘they will revolutionise municipal 
government in Belfast and make our city 
a model for other places.” Mr. Collins 
left England for the United States last 
Saturday, so he has evidently had his 
final word on the Belfast problem, and it 
now remains for the Council to determitie 
its action in the matter. 


THE NURSING CONTROVERSY. 


The agitation to establish a branch of 
the Queen’s Institute of District Nursing 
in Northern Ireland and to break away 
from the Southern connection still con- 
tinues. It is now contended that a train- 
ing school for the Queen’s nurses in Bel- 
fast would greatly help in the develop- 
ment of this charitable work, while it 
would also relieve the congestion of 
hospitals, and, best of all, improve the 
health of the people of Ulster. No 
reasons are given for these anticipated 
improvements, but apparently the central 
Dublin organisation is not in favour with 
some of the Northern supporters of the 
Queen’s Institute. For very many years 
the existing scheme, established in honour 
of Queen Victoria, has worked satisfac- 
torily, the service on behalf of the sick 
poor being efficiently maintained, and 
thoughtful people prefer that this benefi- 
cent charity should not be made the 
subject of controversy. 

It has already been stated at the 
British headquarters that one branch 
apiece for England, Scotland and Ireland 
is sufficient, and it is well known that the 
Free State has been exceedingly generous 
in its support of the Institute, even offer- 
ing to undertake all the nursing, both 
North and South, without asking a penny 
from the Six Counties, rather than have 
separation. Generally speaking, the 
medical profession is opposed to any such 
division, and the ordinary man believes 
that there are already enough barriers in 
Ireland without introducing any more. 
Everyone, however, will wish the Institute 
well, no matter how it is managed from 
the top. 


POLITICIANS’ GOLDEN TEXT. 


The ‘‘attempt to overthrow the 
Northern Government “”' is still the golden 
text for official Unionist politicians, and, 
perhaps, they cannot be blamed for 
making the most of it. At present they 
have a hard row to hoe. Several strange 
growths have appeared in the political 
garden, and it is essential that they 
should be rooted out if the original true- 
blue plants are to flourish as of yore. 
The process, howover, is not easy. What 
with Independents, Nationalists, Liberals, 
Socialists and Labourists, the political 
horizon has become very cloudy, but the 
official Unionists are hopeful that for 
them the silver lining will ultimately 
appear. At a meeting of the Royal Black 
Chapter of the Orange Institution last 
Saturday, Mr. Rowley Elliott, M.P., pro- 
posed a resolution supporting the Prime 
Minister and his Cabinet, and calling 
upon all loyal citizens to resist the 
insidious attempts of the enemies of their 
freedom, whether in the shape of critics, 
Independents, or other false friends, to 
undermine or subvert the influence of 
their Government and thus lead to its 
overthrow or destruction. 

Mr. Elliott paid a tribute to the 
Craigavon administration and said that 
the Premier had, so far, safely led them 
through storm and tempest. His com- 
ments in that respect will be generally 
endorsed, but the member for Tyrone and 
Fermanagh would do wel to remember 
that freedom of mind should at least be as 
sacred as physical liberty. The Indepen- 
dent Unionists resent being classed as 
traitors simply because they do not see 
eye to eye with the governing régime, 
nor would it be for the public good if the 
people of Northern Ireland were herded 
into two opposing camps, under sectarian 
standards, as has been suggested. In 
these days it is impossible to shackle 
freedom of thought, and the people of the 
province will work out their salvation 
according to their convictions, let them be 
what they may.

In addition to Donaghadee Rural 
Council, as mentioned in this column last 
Friday, the award of commendation must 
also be given to the Belfast Water Com- 
missioners who have frequently undertaken 
relief schemes for unemployed in the city. 
During the past fortmght nearly a 
hundred men have been engaged in relay- 
ing water pipes, and other projects are 
under consideration for which the Ministry 
of Labour has agreed to refund 75 per 
cent. of the wages paid. In this way the 
property of the Commissioners will be 
improved at a much cheaper rate than 
under normal circumstances, while much- 
needed work is given and men are kept 
off the “dole.’’ No self-respecting person 
wants to be a burden to others, and if 
only big, far-reaching works of public 
utility were organised by the Government, 
such as the drainage of the Bann, as has. 
been suggested by various County Councils 
and other authorities, they would meet 
with almost universal approval. 

Hundreds of thousands of pounds are 
being spent annually in relief of various 
kirtds to alleviate distress, all tending 
more or less to reduce the moral of the 
recipients, and these moneys, or the greater 
part of them, might be usefully expended 
in improving the countryside until the 
coming of better times. Courage is 
required to deal comprehensively with this 
question, and the members of the Govern- 
ment have plenty of that quality. © It is 
gratifying. to notice that various public 
organisations are beginning to recognise 
this fact, and are becoming more and more 
inclined to undertake the reconstruction, 
widening and improvement of roads and 
other projects with a view to providing 
work for the unemployed.

‘Justice Johnston and Mr. Justice O'Byrne, 
the hearing was begun gf an application made 
on behalf of Gerard Toal for ve to appeal 
against sentence of death for the murder of 
Mary Callan, a housekeeper in the employ- 
ment of the Rev. James McKeone, DP, 
Faughart, at Balregan, near Dundalk, on the 
16th of May, 1927. : 

Toal, who is aged about twenty years, and 
had been in Artane Industrial School, was 
also employed by the Rev. James McKeone, 
for whom. he worked as general servant boy, 
and it was stated during the hearing of the 
trial at the Central Criminal Court that 
hetween Toal and the deceased housekeeper 
there was no friendly feeling. Mary Callan 
disappeared on the 16th “iy. 1 ” and 
months afterwards her mutilated body tied in 
was found at the bottom of a disused 
near Dundalk. 
execution was fixed by Mr. Justice 
to take place on August 23. 


GROUNDS OF APPEAL. 
The grounds of the application for leave to

1) That the trial was unsatisfactory ;

4) That the medical evidence as to the 
rause Of death and as to the skill necessary 
for and displayed in the dismemberment of 
the body was not properly or sufficiently put 
before the jury, as requested by counsel for 
the accused man, and that the jury were mis- 
led as to the nature and effect of the said. 
evidence ; 

5) That the learned judge was wrong in 
suggesting to the jury that they could accept 
the evidence as to the possession by the 
accused man of skill as a butcher without 
disbelieving the evidence given by tne officials 
from the Artane Industrial School, and the 
jury were thereby misled; and 

(6) That the jury were at liberty to infer 
from the evidence circumstances reducing the 
alleged crime to one of manslaughter, and 
that the learned judge’ was wrong in telling 
the jury, in answer to a question from them, 
that they were not at liberty to find a verdict 
of manslaughter. 

Mr. P. J. Roe (instructed by Mr. T. 
Teevan) appeared for the convicted man in 
support of the application; and Mr. Lavery, 
K.C., and Mr. Eugene Sheehy (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor) for the Attorney- 
G;enerai in opposition to it. 

THE MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Having read the grounds of the application, 
Mr. Roe directed his arguments first to the 
ground specified in number 3, with reference 

the admission of evidence against the 
accused, Gerard Toal, of conduct on his part 
at a period subsequent to the alleged offence 
as tending to show that he possessed some 
skill or trick which might have enabled him 
to cause death by strangulation, and he cited 
a number of cases on the subject. -The 
medical evidence, he said, was to the effect 
that there was no evidence from which the 
doctors could definitely say that death was 
caused by strangulation, as had been sug- 
gested, or how the unfortunate woman came 
by her death. There was some evidence given 
that portion of a bone or muscle in the neck 
had been broken off or missing, but there was 
no evidence that it ever had been ossified, 
and the piece of bone was not found in the 
sack with the ‘remains, where one might ex- 
pect jt would be found. Though there was 
no evidence of blood having been found ‘in 
the house, death, he submitted, might have 
been caused by the deceased woman having 
been struck with some weapon or with a 
book. 

Counsel went on to say that the learned 
judge, according to his charge, had not put 
the medical evidence properly to the jury, 
and that the jury were misled as to its nature 


and effect; and he submitted that the trial 


judge was wrong in suggesting to the jury 
that they could accept the evidence as to the 
possession by the accused, Gerard Toal, of 
skill as a butcher, without disbelieving the 
evidence given by the officials from the 
Artane School, and that the jury were 
thereby misled. 

Mr. Roe then dealt with the evidence with 
regard to the department and class of work 
in which Toal had been engaged while in 
Artane, in which it was stated, and also 
denied, that he had been working in the 
butcher’s shop, and submitted that the jury 
should have been put on their option to take 
either one statement or the other. 

QUESTION OF MANSLAUGHTER. 

Dealing with the point that the jury, as 
he submitted, were at liberty to infer from 
the evidence circumstances reducing the 
alleged crime to one of manslaughter, and 
that the learned judge was wrong in telling 
the jury, in answer to a question from them, 
that they. were not at liberty to find a verdict 
of manslaughter, Mr. Roe said that no 
defence of manslaughter had been made on 
hehalf of the accused man; but it had been 
laid down that even if no such defence had 
been made, and if there were circumstances 
deposed to which would reduce the crime 
from murder to manslaughter, they were 
entitled to infer that a deliberate intention to 
murder was very improbable to have occurred 
to Toal, and if they were entitled to infer 
that, then were entitled to infer, on the 
evidence of the State as to Toal’s knowledge 
of this ju-jitsu trick, that the death of the 
girl was unintentionally caused by Toal. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne remarked that Toal 
could have given evidence which would tend 
to reduce the crime from that of murder to 
manslaughter, and he did not do so. 

Mr. Roe said that before the jury came to 
the conclusion that Toal did kill the girl 
they must have some idea in their minds 
as to the circumstances under which they 
came to that conclusion and the circum. 
stances under which the girl was killed. 
In the absence of motive, they might readily 
vome to the conclusion that ‘Tal killed her 
accidentally. 

Mr. Justice. O’Byrne—Is your argument 
this—that, when a person is. charged with 
murder and he denies it, the jury is entitled 
to hold that “the crime is one of man. 
slaughter? 7

PERSECUTION CHARGES SAID 
TO BE “ RUBBISH.”’ 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
ENNISKILLEN, Monday. 

Thousands of Fermanagh Orangemen 
assembled to-day at Kesh for the commemora- 
tion of the Relief of Derry. Despite heavy, 
continuous rain, they marched to the field, 
where resolutions were — of loyalty to 
the Throne, and thanking the Northern 
Government for its efforts to relieve unem- 
ployment and the land from rates. 

County Grand Master, the Hon. Cecil 
Lowry Corry, presided, and the principal 
speaker was the Right Hon. Sir Edward Arch- 
dale, M.P., Minister for Agriculture, who 
referred to recent speeches by members of 
the new National League, and Mr. Devlin’s 
statement that Northern Nationalists were 
persecuted, which he characterised as “all 
bunkum.'” What sort of liberty would 
Northern loyalists have under de Valera “who 


had threatened to boot them out’ But 
“blether’’ of this sort was one thing and being 
able to do it was another. No Nationalist 


was persecuted who obeyed the law, which 
was the same for all. 
RELIEF OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Referring to what the Northern Govern- 
ment had done to relieve unemployment, the 
speaker pointed to the many grants which 
had been made for useful public works, and 
loans to the great shipbuilding firms in Bel- 
fast, which, as a result, had been able to 
employ thousands more men. He bore testi- 
mony to the sympathy of the Belfast M.P.’s 
who quite appreciated that unless agriculture 
flourished the countrv could not thrive. 

As to their record in the North, he was 
proud to say that no taxation had been added 
by their Northern Government since it 
started. The agricultural statistics for this 
year were encouraging. There was an increase 
under green crops, flax and fruit of 11,000 
acres; but, he was sorry to say, a decrease in 
wheat and oats, in which he would have liked 
to have seen an increase.’ There was also an 
increase of over 40,000 in cattle, and 
24.000. in sheep; while in England 
there were fewer cattle and sheep, less 
potatoes and 200.000 acres less arable 
land. He had no doubt, the then Chancellor 
of the Exchequer being so svmpathetic, that 
they would be no worse off than England 
when relief from agricultural rates came to

$ DANGERS OF DISSENSION. 
In conclusion, Sir Edward said that he 
like to refer to division in their 
ranks, and warn all loyalists against any pos- 
sibilitv of such a catastronhe. They all knew 
that. Nationalists squabbled amongst them- 
selves, with the result that they lost the 
county and district councils. That should 
serve as a good warning to them, 

Speeches were also delivered by clergymen,

ARKLOW HOSPITAL 


HOPE FOR CRIPPLED 
CHILDREN, » 
From Our Reporter. 
ARKLOW, Monday. 
Mrs. McNeill, wife of the Governor-General 
of the Free State, visited Arklow to-day to 


perform the opening ceremony of a new open- 
at the Countess of Wicklow 


air win 
Memorial Hospital. 
Mrs. McNeill motored from Dublin, escorted 


by Captain O’Sr’ van, A.D.C., and on the 
way lunched “with Senator the Earl of 
Wicklow and Lady Beatrice Wilkinson at 
Shelton Abbey. 

The hospital is situated at Ferrybank, to 
the north of the town, on a site uired 
from Messrs. Kynoch in the year 1921. It 
was founded by friends and admirers of the 
late Countess of Wicklow to perpetuate her 
n-ais! Í and to carry on the work which 
throughout her life she had been doing for 
the alleviation of the sufferings of crippled 
children. A wooden structure of bungalow 
style, originally used by Messrs. Kynoch 
during the war, it has been fitted with 
modern surgical equipment, is lighted by 
electricity from its own plant, has a fine 
water supply from the town, and in two 
wards provides accommodation for a dozen 
inmates. 

To this now has been added a new wing 
for open-air and sunlight treatment of 
patients. The extension is built of ferro- 
concrete, about ninety feet in length, and 
open along one side. Outside is a concrete 
terrace, on to which the beds can be run out. 
The new wing has a Southern aspect, and 
patients lying in their beds have a delightful 
view of the town and harbour of Arklow 
with the Irish Sea on the one hand, and the 
green hills on the other, stretching away in 
the distance. There are twelve beds in the 
new wing, and these are the gift of the 
Dowager Duchess of Abercorn, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the hospital.. The bed linen has been 
largely supplied by the Ladies’ Linen Guild, 
while the Piankets were made at the local 
mills from fleece generously given by the 
sheep farmers of the district for the purpose. 

A proof of the great need that the hos- 
pital supplies is found in the ‘fact that in 
the few short years since its foundation over 
300 patients have been housed within its 
walls, while extern cases have been treated 
at the rate of 700 a year. Sir. William de 
Courcy Wheeler, Dr. Bethel Solomons and 
Dr. John Speares are honorary consultants, 
and Drs. P. J. Hamilton, W. W. Murphy, 
W. Doyle and J. Byrne. are honorary 
physicians, and are in constant attendance. 
The matron is Miss Wolffe, who has under 
her an efficient staff. ' 


MODERN METHODS. 

Shortly after three o'clock Mrs. McNeill, 
accompanied by Lady Beatrix Wilkinson and 
Captain O'Sullivan, A.D.C.; reached the hos- 
pital, and was received by Miss Bayly, Hon. 
Secretary, and a number of members of the 
Committee. Having been introduced by 
Senator the Earl of Wicklow, Mrs. McNeill, 
who was received with applause, expressed 
her pleasure at being present, especially as 
her visit was connected with an event of 
such advantage to the beautiful County 
Wicklow as the addition of an open-air 
shelter for the treatment of crippled children. 
Last week, she said, in Dublan, they had 
the magnificent spectacle of the Horse Show, 
and this week they had gathered together 
for the Tailteann Games a splendid collection 
of their own and the world’s athletes. How 
delightful it would be if the physical fitness 
and vigour of those taking part in those two 
events were shared by all the citizens of 
Ireland! Unfortunately, many were denied 
the pleasures of sport, and, worse still, 
denied the opportunity of earning a livelihood 
by the lack of health and vigour, and by 
poor, crippled bodies, which were a hopeless 
handicap in the race of life. They knew 
that, while there was not a great deal of 
hope for the grown-up cripple, the deformed 
and suffering children were being cured 
all over the world by these modern methods 
in which fresh air and sunlight played such 
an important part. 


Memorial Hospital. was a message of hope, 
er wrgge. strength and vigour to “young 
imbs that might remain annatural and de- 
formed were they left without .treatment. 
It was good to think that many crippled 
children who would come there ‘for skilled 
care and attention ‘would leave completely 
cured, or so improved that they could lead 
the vigorous lives of children and grow into 
iii, healthy citizens. (Applause.) 


HOPE OF ENLARGEMENT. 

Mrs. McNeill then declared the new wing 
open. She was presented with a handsome 
bouquet of flowers by little Miss Elizabeth 
Bayly, and signed the. visitors’ book, pre- 
sented by Master Thomas Wheeler. 

Senator the Ear] of Wicklow, proposing a 
vote of thanks to Mrs. McNeill, expressed 
regret at the unavoidable absence of Sir 
William de Courcy Wheeler, who was the 
mainstay of the hospital: They were all 
very grateful to Mrs. McNeill, who had 
come such a long distance to perform the 
opening sovemneny i as 

When they had first purchased this little 
bungalow it was not by any means adequate 
for the purpose that they had in view, but 
it was the only building available, and they 
hoped in the future to carry out further and 
considerable extensions. No means could 
have been devised of commemorating the 
memory of the Countess of Wicklow that 
would have given greater pleasure to her, 
and he was certain that if, as he believed, she 
could see them at that moment she would 
intensely gratified at the opening that day 
of a wing for the treatment of crippled 
children. They hoped to be able later on to 
enlarge the hospital, so as to deal with all 
the children’s diseases that were, unfortu- 
nately, so prevalent in Ireland. (Applause.) 

The Rey. R. J. Connell, P.P., Avoca, 
seconding the vote of thanks, said that they 
must all feel deeply gratified at the interest 
Mrs. McNeill had taken from the first in 
all the efforts for the amelioration of the 
conditions of the suffering and crippled 
amongst their people. No matter what 
activities might engage her during her stay 
amongst them, there could be nothing that 
would give her more satisfaction than the 
Opening of the new wing in that hospital. 


THE PLACE FOR TREATMENT, 

Sir William de Courcy Wheeler, in a letter 
expressing regret for his inability to be - 
sent owing to an attack of influenza, said :— 
‘* Viewing the building, as I have done from 
the critical standpoint of modern surgical 
requirement, I can truthfully say there -is 
nothing better than it on a -small scale in 
England, America, or Scotland. I have 
visited many in these countries. The great 
open-air hospitals abroad also commenced on 
a small scale. It is now common knowledge 
that the proper place for the treatment of 
children suffering from the diseases of the 
bones and joints, and most other diseases, is 
in hospitals situated in the country, where 
intensive open air treatment can be adopted. 
The Countess of Wicklow Memorial Hospital 
was one of the pioneers of what is now be- 
coming a national movement. The hospital 
has again shown an example in supplying the 
open air beds essential for adults suffer- 
ing from certain chronic surgical complaints. 
I am personally grateful for the num of 
patients admitted on my own recommenda- 
tion. The local medical men will bear me 
cut when I say that some of the results fol- 
lowing open air treatment in the hospital 
were almost beyond belief. Patients sent 
down as incurable were discharged robust 
and wel).”’

societies movement in England sets an 
example in thrift. It may be studied in 
the “ Building Societies’ Year Book, 
1928,’’—a work which will make Irish 
readers reflect that far too little is done 
on these lines in Ireland. The Irish 
building societies are prospering. The 
annual balance sheet of one of them, now 
before us, records notable increases in 
membership, in loans grantéd and in 
loans repaid. Nevertheless, the clients 
of the Irish societies are far too few. 
None of the Irish societies compares with 
the vast concerns in England which 
handle, in one case, a capital of nearly 
£47,000,000, and in eleven other cases, 
capital of over £4,000,000. We hope to 
see English enterprise emulated in Ire- 
land, and the hope may be indulged 
with the. greater confidence when we 
remember that in England itself the 
building societies were at work for many 
a long year before they attained their 
present rank of national importance. 
From 1890 to 1918 the membership of 
British societies remained steadily at 
about 650,000. In 1924 it was over a 
million, and to-day it is reckoned to be 
a million and a half. In 1901 the sums 
advanced on mortgage to purchasers of 
In 1925 
the sums amounted to £50,000,000. A 
remarkable fact is that the prodigious 
lLeadway made by the movement has 
taken place almost wholly in England ; 
for Scotland and Wales have, respec- 
tively, but 30,000 and 20,000 members of 
the building societies—the numbers 
which they had before the war. 

Among the changes which the war 
brought upon England was a widespread 
transition from tenancy to ownership. 
In the early years of this century suburbs, 
and even towns, arose at the hands of the 
speculative builder, and in the new streets 
only an occasional house was bought, 
instead of rented, by its occupier. To-day 
a complete reversal of this state of affairs 
may be observed. In England nearly 
a million and a quarter of new houses 
have been built since the Armistice, and 
virtually all of these are bought, or are in 
process of purchase, by those who dwell in 
them. Moreover, owners of houses which 
have been let to tenants since they were 
built ten, twenty, thirty or forty years 
ago, now are disposing of these dwellings, 
Commonly, they sell them to the tenants, 
who are enabled by building societies tu 
put down the purchase money. Thus the 
houses are passing into the possession of 
the wage-earning classes. These classes 
have a stake in the country. They are 
property-owners. A social revolution has 
taken place. This fact must be borne in 
mind when we deplore that other revolu- 
tion which has torn old country houses 
from the ownership of old families and 
has thrown them to the new rich. The 
readjustments of society have not been 
wholly for the worse. 

What has been achieved in England 
ought to be copied in Ireland; for 
Ireland has a _ greater need than 
ever-steady England of agencies making 
for thrift and stability. Among the 
advantages which the building society 
confers upon its clients is the assur- 
ance that all dwellings purchased will 
be value for the money expended 
upon them. The last few years have seen 
the uprise of a new form of “jerry- 
building.’’ Thousands of houses have 
arisen in flimsy concrete—their faults con- 
cealed with plaster and whitewash—which 
are likely to become burdens upon their 
possessors long before their purchase is 
completed. Young couples whose marriage 
has waited on the securing of a home, 
and desperate dwellers in crowded lodging- 
houses or tenements, have entered lightly 
into agreements to purchase dwellings of 
this kind. If they had sought their new 
homes through the agency of building 
societies, they would have been secured, 
by the advice of experts, against bad 
bargains. On these scores we hope that 
large numbers of Irish citizens will band 
themselves together for the purchase of 
dwellings in the English manner, 
If labourers and artisans in Irish towns 
and cities were organised in thrift 
associations for the securing of homes in 
which they could take an owner’s pride, 
many of the difficulties that beset em- 
ployers would be removed. The young 
man who owns his home, and is anxious 
to improve it, will be an earnest worker, 
v sober and self-respecting citizen and a 
source of economic strength to the com- 
munity. 


Amstetdam and After. 

The ninth Olympiad is ended, and four 
years hence the tenth series of Olympic 
Games will be held at Los Angeles. It 
was with a high purpose—the advance- 
ment of sport and of international good-will 
—that the founders of the new Games 
revived the ancient festival. The experi- 
ment had obvious dangers. As Pindar 
shows us, the desire for victory was 
intense at Elis, but the competitors had 
common ideals, shared the same culture 
and spoke the. same tongue. In the 
modern Games athletes of many nationali- 
ties assemble from all parts oí the earth; 
their methods of training and codes of 
conduct are diverse; they use different 
languages—forty tongues were spoken at 
Amsterdam. Here, as it seemed, was 
copious material for many sorts of. mis- 
understanding and trouble. On the whole, 
the facts have disappointed the pessimists, 
Hitches have occurred since the modern 
Games were started, but it is certain that 
they have made no mean contribution to 
the world’s peace and -health. Inter- 
national friendships have been formed in 
the arena, and physical fitness has become 
a cult from China to Peru.

international leadership does not depend 
always on money or armaments. In one 
form of sport, for instance, little Finland 
is first, and the rest—including the 
world’s greatest Empire and greatest 
+ Republic—are nowhere. It is the general 
verdict that, save in one respect, the 
latest Games have been the most suc- 
cessful. The athletics—especially the 
track events—reached the highest stan- 
dards, and several world’s “ records ” 
and Olympic “ records ” were broken. 
Competition, though desperately keen, 
was waged in the finest spirit. Most 
notable, perhaps, was the generous 
conflict between the two great branches of 
the English-speaking race. Their struggle 
for primacy on the track was wholly 
chivalrous, even though America’s con- 
fident hopes were shattered. For Ireland 
the Amsterdam Olympiad always will be 
memorable because her flag was raised in 
victory at the Olympic Games for the 
first, but not—as we shall trust and 
believe—for the last time. It is a 
pleasant prospect that during the next 
few days some of the heroes of Amsterdam 
will be seen in action at Croke Park. 
The only blot upon the Olympic Games 
was the boxing competitions. As one 
reads the reports of these encounters, 
written by expert and impartial critics, 
one hardly knows whether to laugh or 
cry. Some of the  officials—whose 
nationality was changed continually— 
seem to have been utterly incompetent. 
Many of the decisions, based on ferocity 
rather than on skill, were grotesque. 
The contests were held in scenes of 
uproar, and on several occasions the 
police were invoked to quell the fury of 
disappointed partisans. Czecho-Slovakians 
wept tears of anguish when a verdict was 
given against their champion—'‘a 
reminder,’’ says the Correspondent of 
The Times, ‘‘of what the Games mean to 
many of the nations and of the dangers 
that lurk in a mismanaged sport.” The 
Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph has 
reached ‘‘ the definite and inevitable con- 
clusion that boxing at the Olympic Games 
is a menace to international, amity.”’ 


Vigil in Kashmit. 

On Sunday night an ice dam burst in 
the State of Kashmir, and now several 
thousand million cubic feet of water are 
pouring down on the valley of the Indus. 
The ice dam had formed in the upper 
reaches of the Shyok, a tributary of the 
Indus; but, while the water continued 
to rise behind a wall of ice, energetic 
preparations were made to meet the 
expected danger. It is hoped that there 
will be no loss of life, as the people along 
the track of the flood have received 
ample warning. Nevertheless, the sudden 
release of this immense volume of water 
must carry far-reaching destruction along 
the banks of the Shyok. This flood may 
rank as one of the greatest in modern 
times. While it illustrates mankind's 
helplessness beneath great calamities of 
nature, the Indian. Government, with the 
aid of troops, has done much to prevent 
the consequences of the break. A writer 
in The Times give an interesting account 
of the matter. Owing to: the intense 
cold, the ravines draining into the Shyok 
fill with glaciers. All Himalayan glaciers 
are covered with rocky débris. When 
these rocks are heated by the sun they 
form hollows which admit air into the 
glacier. Trickles of water then start; 
the glacier becomes undermined and 
slides down into the river, blocking it, 
as*the Shyok was blocked during the 
summer of this year. Shortly before it 
gave way the ice dam was estimated to 
be over 400 feet thick, with a lake, nine 
miles long and 1,000 yards broad, behind 
it. The break happened sooner than had 
been expected. If it had been delayed 
another month, less damage would have 
been done, because the level of the Indus 
sinks greatly in the autumn. Messages 
received from Kashmir shortly before the 
collapse remind the reader of a state of 
war. Sentinels were posted on the 


erected, ready to be set ablaze, and guns 
were placed at fixed points to give the 
alarm. The next few days will tell 
whether the present flood is more 
destructive than that which occurred in 
the same river eighty-seven years ago ; 
but, at any rate, much has been done now 
to lessen its destructive power. 


The Defence of London. 


London was attacked last night from the 
air by the squadrons of Eastland. The 
‘‘enemy’’ commander had not been so 
obliging as to communicate his plans in 
advance, and little was known of them by 
the forces of Westland, except that the 
danger certainly would come from the sea. 
This advantage at least London possesses 
over the capital cities of the Continent. 
An invader of England must cross the 
water, and if aerial defence can be made 
efficient, he must come with the resolve to 
burn his boats, like Cesar, Napoleon and 
every other commander who has invaded 
England. The aerial manceuvres were 
staged with striking realism, and must 
have awakened unpleasant memories in 
many Londoners—memories of Zeppelin 
nights in the last decade. They must have 
remembered how pathetically inadequate 
the air defences of London were during the 
early part of the war. Spectators, no 
doubt, watched the efforts of Westland 
with anxiety as well as with interest. It 
is an unwelcome thought that the 
“ strafing ” 
one of the chief objectives of a belligerent 
Power in the future. Attackers in this 
kind of warfare necessarily have a great 
advantage over the defenders, and there 
seems to be no sure method of defence ex- 
cept the organisation of still more terrible 
attacks on the enemy’s country. The staff 
of a defending Power wil] work under- 
ground, while, overhead, buildings are 
being destroyed. Above ground the only 
chance that a living being, man or animal, 
will have will be to wear a gas mask. The 
lot of an aviator in such war seems to be 
preferable to that of a civilian. He, at 
least, will have the ‘‘ joy of battle,” for 
whatever it is worth; but the civilian may 
die like a rat in a trap. It can be 
prophesied, with some justification, that 
armies in the future will not be required 
to endure the boredom of trench warfare. 
Campaigns wil] be very brief.

Monpay NIGHT. 

Misunderstandings in Washington re- 
garding the Anglo-French naval agree- 
ment have been dissipated by more 
adequate consideration of the position. 
It is not intended that any attempt shal! 
be made to supersede the letter or the 
spirit of the Washington Convention. 
The whole purpose of the arrangement is 
to prevent the two countries from building 
against each other in the classes of ships 
to which the Washington restrictions do 
not apply. It is a manifestation of the 
closer relationship existing between 
Great Britain and France, a further in 
dication of which is the unprecedented 
invitation for the 8th King’s Royal Irish 
Hussars to take. part in the Frenci 
military manoeuvres. 

German public opinion seems to have 
lashed itself into much unnecessary tury 
over the co-operation of British cavalry 
with French troops in their manceuvres 
in the Rhineland. There probably is an 
ulterior politica] motive im raising such 
a mountain out of a molehill; for 
Teutonic feeling is usually too pachyder- 
matous to be lightly moved. It will be 
interesting, however, to see the result of 
the diplomatic representations . wh 
Germany threatens to make on the 
matter. lí the proposed co-operation is 
really offensive to Germany and@ the repre- 
sentations to the British Government are 
made on good grounds, it doubtless will 
be cancelled. 


The Greek Elections. 


Advices from Athens suggest with con 
siderable confidence that next Eusdar a 
elections will result in M. Venize! 
securing at least 160 of the 250 seats 
the Greek Chainber. Politics, as under- 
stood in this country, do not :.ppear to be 
arousing much interest in the contests, 
which have been given over to abuse and 
vilification by the respective parties, 
Venizelists and anti-Venizelists, gross and 
bitter personalities being a leading nete 
in the deluge of oratory. Nor does thi 
peculiar form: of appeal to the electorate 
appear to be confined to the different 
candidates. The Press is not at a 
behind in lending a helping hand in the 
general contest of abuse that is in 
progress. 


Raids on London. 


During the whole of this week London 
will be threatened with bombing raids. 
Regular soldiers and Territorials are 
combining in a training scheme to Le 
staged on a more elaborate and compre- 
hensive scale than anything of the kind 
hitherto attempted. The main intention 
is to test military arrangements made for 
the defence of the metropolis against 
enemy ’planes. An eastern air force wil] 
attempt a series of attacks from the 
direction of the Thames Estuary, and the 
defence force, air and ground, will te 
charged with repelling the invaders. 
Altogether over two hundred and fifty 
aeroplanes will be engaged in the opera- 
tions. - At night the sky will be illum:- 
rated by numerous searchlights, and the 
blank reunds of the anti-aircraft guns 
will be a realistic reminder of war-time 
raids. 


Civil Service Conditions. 


Following the representations whicl 
civil servants are making to the Sieseapas 
concerning what they deem unfair reduc- 
tions of their cost of living bonus, there 
are suggestions to present at the same 
time an entirely different demand. This is 
nothing less than a five-day week. Natu 
rally the proposal has receiveda great deal 
of support from all sections of the Service 
a Friday to Monday week-end being a 
rather alluring prospect. It will not be 
persisted in, however, at any rate for the 
present. Some of the leaders counselled 
the inadvisability of making such a 
demand just at the time’ when publi 
attention is being called to the short 
hours worked by civil servants, and they 
feared that a demand for Saturdays off 
might be met by certain influences 
attempting to get the present short hours 
lengthened. 


The Electricity Supply. 


People are ap in arms in the south- 
eastern rural districts over the way In 
which the Central Electricity Board pro- 
poses to supply current to that part of 
England. The scheme includes the erec- 
tion of giant steel masts, some eighty 
feet high and sixteen feet square at the 
base, for carrying five hundred miles of 
cables. Such constructions, it is thought, 
destroy the beauties of the countryside. 
The Board, however, is under considerable 
difficulties. Its endeavour is to feed 
an area of nine thousand square miles 
electrically, and it cannot run its 
lines parallel to railway lines, as the 
current would affect the electric railway 
controls. It is equally impossible to cariy 
the overhead cables by the roadside, as 
the bends would prove too great a strain 
for the masts and the insulators. Under- 
ground work would be too expensive. 
Thus the proposal is to have one steel 

mast every five hundred yards running 
through all sorts of private and public 
land. 


The Royal Academy. 


An uncomfortable last-day rush _ of 
visitors marked the closing down of the 
Royal Academy. Although the sales have 
been higher this season, there has been 
a much smaller attendance than last year 
In addition to purchases mentioned from 
time to time, Mr, Algernon Newton s 
‘Dorset Landscape '’ has sold for £420; 
Mr. Charles Rickett’s “ The Head of John 
the Baptist’’ for £400, and the six mystic 
pictures by Mr. Charles Sims, R.A, 
exhibited posthumously, at £300 apiece 
About three hundred pictures, including 
eighty water-colours from the South 
Rooms, have found purchasers—a rather 
higher number than last year. There has 
been no direct sale during this exhibition 
to a public gallery. Sir - illiam Orpen s 
much-discussed “Black Cap realised 
£2,100, the highest sum paid for any 
picture at, Burlington Meant this season. 


Leg Before Wicket. 


Proposed alterations in the rules 
cricket are being keenly discussed as the 
result of the proposal which has been sul» 
mitted to county club committees by the 
M.C.C. regarding the leg-before wicket 
law. As is usually the case in such 
matters, varied opinions are expressed 
The general trend of all recent proposed 
changes is to assist the bowler, and there 
are many players and spectators whio be- 
lieve that in the end the changes will be 
simplified by achieving that object either 
by widening the wicket or by narrowing 
the bat. Of these two means to aid the 
bowler the idea of a slightly wider wicket 
is mostly supported, and it is to be 
brought forward as an alternative to the 
proposal to amend the “].b.w. ” law.

The opening of the air attack on London 
Jast night provided plenty of excitement, 
for within an hour seven bombing raids 
were concentrated on the Metropolis, and, 
with a clear sky up to almost 10,000 feet, 
closely-knit formations of bombers could 
be seen steadily making their way to such 
targets as the Air Ministry and Chelsea, 
with fighter squadrons in hot pursuit, and 
in some cases actually engaging them over 
the very centre of the West. End. 

Until the umpires have appraised all 
the reports from the various commanders 
and observers it is difficult to say how 
the battle went, but there is every indica- 
tion that yesterday the defenders were in 
Fe ae position on all the daylight 
ralas. 


ATTACK ON AIR MINISTRY. 

About 7 o’clock there came quite a spec- 
tacular fight over the Air Ministry itself, 
when three bombers appeared under a 
cloud layer at 10,000 feet right above 
Kingsway, followed soon afterwards by 
seven other bombers. They had evidently 
been followed from the outer defences by 
fighters. and may, in fact, have been ad- 
judged to be casualties béfore they reached 
the heart of London. 

The fighters, however, followed them in, 
and suddenly dived down from just above 
the cloud—nine machines in all. They 
split up into flights of three, and, in 
approved fashion, each flight singled out. 
a bomber. One dived on it from above, 
and the others came in on either side 
raking it with fire. They then tackled the 
seven machines, but this formation pre- 
served its position, and must have put up 
a good fight, though obviously in actual 
war the machines could not have fought 
and dropped their bombs with any 
accuracy. 

Observers in the city saw squadron after 
ejuadron of machines flying across the sky, 
and the opening phase of the air exercise 
has undoubtedly been full of activity on 
both sides. The seven raids by the day 
bombers, presuming that all the machines 
had found targets, will have meant that 
aobut 20,000 lb. of bombs will have been 
drovped on London within an hour. 

The raids were timed to take place at 
intervals of from 15 minutes to half an 
hour. 


THE NIGHT ATTACK. 

When the night phase started 32 indi- 
vidual machine raids were scheduled for 
the hours of darkness with a total weight 
in bombs of 32,000 lb.—making with the 
previous quantity, an aggregate of over 23 
tons. Actually the objectives had to be 
spread out to avoid the possibility of col- 
lisions if the weather over London should 
be cloudy. 

The night operations started at 10 
p.m., and raids from different directioms 
proceeded throughout the night. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

An official communiqué issued at 10 
p.m. stated:—‘‘ The first day phase 
of the air exercises has been completed. 
No less than seventy bombing aircraft 
took part in the attack on London, and 
seventy-two fighters were sent up to 
engage them. 

“ Very heavy fighting took place, but, 
with so many.machines engayed, it has 
not yet been possible for the umpires to 
assess the. casualties. A proportion of 
the bombers were successful in reaching 
London. 

““Out of the ten raids carried out by 
bombers, eight were intercepted by 
fighters. No. 32 squadron had no less 
than six separate combats south and east 
of. London, while No. 29 squadron was 
almost continuously engaged to the north- 
east. * 

“The anti-aircraft gunners claim, sub- 
ject to the umpires’ ruling, to have shot 
down eight bombers. 

“The operations by night bombers 
have now been commenced and the first 
raider has been reported over Dungeness.”’

TRIAL OPENED NEAR

_ GAUSE OF REDUCTION. 

Discussing the reduction with a Press 
representative yesterday, Sir Herbert 
Austin said :—“ It is a continuation of our 
previous practice of passing on to the 
purchaser at the earliest possible moment 
the advantages we are able to obtain by 
increased turnover and improved produc- 
tion methods. Each year our position in 
these respects has improved, and the sub- 
stantial reduction now being made in our 
prices is largely owing to the £600,000 
expenditure recently completed for 
increases in buildings, plant and equip- 
mént.’’ 

Sir Herbert added that the early 
announcement was made partly to stop the 
slump in cars which always occurs at this 
time of the year owing to the expectation 
of reductions being announced at the 
Motor Show. 

Captain Grindley, of the Car Mart, 
London, interviewed by a Press Association 
reporter, expressed the belief that this 
reduction would result in other companies 
cancelling their intention to raise prices. 
His view was shared by many others on 
the selling side of the industry. 


“NO TRADE WAR.” 

The Austin’ reduction recalls the 
departure made by two companies—the 
Morris and Clyno—a few months ago, 
when they announced new models of 
“baby” cars approximating to the 
“Austin Seven,” although the new Clyno 
model was rated at nine horse power. 
When Mr. Morris was interviewed on his 
reason for putting his new model on the 
road he ridiculed the suggestion that his 
intention was to crush the “ Austin Seven”’ 
off the market. 

Sir Herbert Austin at that time also 
deprecated the suggestion of a fight 
between the Morris Company and the 
Austin Company, and, pointing out that 
there was a world market for small ears. 
said that the British manufacturers had 
the market at their feet. 


REPLY TO RUMOURS. 

Coming at a time when there was talk 
of increases in motor car prices, the 
announcement of a reduction in the price 
of Austin cars yesterday caused much 
speculation in the motor trade generally. 

Only a few days ago rumours of increases 
were insistent, and then at least two 
companies who produce light medels at 
popular prices declared that the next 
movement of prices was bound to be in an 
upward direction, 

A representative of the Clyno Company 
expressed the belief that the increase 
would be in the region of five per cent, 
and that all the mass produced cars would 
have to make the same increase. ‘Sales 
have not been at all good this year,” he 
said, “and a slight increase is necessary.

WOMAN LORD MAYOR ON 
ROYAL COMMISSION. 


The King has approved the appointment 
of the Royal Commission (composed as 
follows) to consider the general powers 
and duties of police in England and 
Wales in the investigation of crimes and 
offences :— 

Viscount Lee or Farexnam (Chairman) ; 

Lorp KBBISHAM ; 

Sir Howarp FRANK; 

Dame Merier Tavsort; 

Str REGINALD Warp Epwarp Lane POOLF ; 

Mr. James BROWNLIE; 

Miss Marcaret Beavan (Lord Mayor of 

Liverpool); and 

Mr. FRANK PICK. 


The terms of reference of the Royal 
Commission are: “To consider the 
general powers and duties of police in 
England and Wales in the investigation 
of crimes and offences, including the 
functions of the Director of Public 
Prosecutions and the police, respectively ; 
to inquire into the practice followed in 
interrogating or taking statements from 
persons interviewed in the course of the 
investigation of crime, and ‘to report 
whether, in their opinion, such powers 
and duties are properly exercised and 
discharged with due regard to the rights 
and liberties of the subject, interests of 
justice and the observances of the judge's 
rules, both in the letter and the spirit; 
and to make any recommendations neces- 
sary in respect of such powers and duties 
and their proper exercise and discharge.’ 

This is the third Royal Commission 
over which Lord Lee has presided in the 
last few years. He was chairman of the 
Royal Commission on Thames Bridges, 
upon whose recent report is based the 
scheme for the new Charing Cross bridge, 
and the Royal Commission on the Public 
Services in India in 1923. The Committee 
on Police Pay and Pensions also sat under 
his guidance in 1925. He sat as Con- 
servative member of Parliament for South 
Hampshire from 1900-1918, and entered 
the Cabinet in 1919 as Minister of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries, He held office as 
First Lord of the Admiralty from Feb- 
ruary, 1921, to November, 1922. 

The. appointment of the Commission 
arose out of the debate in the House of 
Commons and the resulting investigation 
by a tribunal of the Savidee case. The 
Lord Mayor of Liverpool, Miss Margaret 
Beavan, has among he» colleagues an ex- 
Lord Mayor of London, a famous solicitor 
and a trade union leader. 

Lord Ebbisham received his peerage at 
the last Investiture in June. As Sir 
George Rowland Blades he was Lord 
Mayor of London in 1927, and at present 
is President of the Federation of British 
Industries. Sir Howard Frank is head 
of the firm of Knight, Frank and Rutley, 
the State agents. 

Dame Meriel Lucy Talbot, a member of 
the Government Overseas Settlement Com- 
mittee, was director of the Women's 
Branch of the Food Production Depart- 
ment Board of Agriculture during the 
war; Sir Reginald Poole is head of Lewis 
and Lewis (solicitors); Mr. James T. 
Brownlie, has been President of the 
Amalgamated Engineering Union since 
1920, and Mr. Frank Pick is Managing 
Director of the London Tube Railways and 
the General Omnibus Company.

CLASSICS MAY BE BANNED.

ROME, Monday. 

Drastig¢ repression of birth control and 
other-literature, and the inauguration of a 
vigorous campaign against immorality 1s 
proposed in a bill to be presented at the 
next session of the Chamber of Deputies 
by Signor Martire, one of the leaders of 
the Catholic Centrist Party. Both im- 
prisonment and heavy fines are proposed 
for anyone who prints, writes or circulates 
anything likely to corrupt public morals. 

Obscene books will be sequestered, and 
publishers and authors will be prosecuted. 
Booksellers are forbidden to sell books to 
minors—even the classics which have 
text or pictures offensive to the accepted 
morality, Newspapers would not be 
allowed to print stories about crimes, and 
severe penalties are provided for news- 
papers which print accounts of crimes 1n- 
volving sexual passions. 

Films containing suggestive parts are to 
be suppressed. Obscene songs must not ke 
sung, and phonograph records reproducing 
them will be prohibited from circulation. 
Imprisonment from six months to three 
vears and fines of five to fifty thousand lire 
are provided for offenders. 

Newspapers are to be prevented from 
printing the correspondence on matri- 
monial or quasi-matrimonial matters, and 
they must no longer give publicity to ad- 
vertisements of birth control literature.

ITALY RESTRICTINC. 
EMIGRATION. 


PASSPORTS TO BE REFUSED 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


ROME; ‘Monday. 

Instructions on the new Italian emigra- 
tion restrictions have been issued to 
prefects and various port authorities. 
The instructions largely affect relatives 
in Italy dependent on Italians already 
emigrated. Wives or sons will be allowed 
to join their husbands or fathers if 
dependent on them, or a sister can join 
her brother if she is unmarried. 

In most other cases passports will be 
refused to Italians wishing to go abroad. 

On the other hand, a husband will not 
be given a passport to join his wife if 
he is able to support her from Italy. 
Preference will be given to emigrants who 
wish to go abroad only temporarily. 

Passports will not. be issued to. the wife 
or children of an emigrated Italian who 
has declared that he is going abroad only 
for a time and then fails to return within 
the stipulated period.

SEVEN STOWAWAYS

LANDED ON COUNTY 


ANTRIM COAST. 
Hunger was the undoing of seven 


stowaways who were found on board the 
Leyland liner Caledonian, which sailed 
from Liverpool last Saturday for Phila- 
delphia. The men now are in County 
Antrim, having been landed in a small 
boat near the strand, Portrush, on 
Sunday afternoon. 

It appears that they stole aboard the 
vessel at Liverpool, and concealed them- 
selves in the coal-bunker. After the ship 
had sailed and darkness had set in, some 
of them came out of their hiding-place, 


seen by a member of the Caledonian’s 
crew, and a search was made, with the 
result that the whole seven were found 
They were carefully guarded during 
Saturday night, and on Sunday the Cale- 
donian, anchored near the Skerries, 
Portrush, and sent the seven men ashore 
in a small boat.

SKYSCRAPER BEACON 
FOR AIRMEN. 


LIGHT THAT CAN BE SEEN 
FOR 100 MILES. 


From Our Own COoRRESPONDENT. 
CHICAGO, Monday. 

Chicago now boasts the largest aerial 
beacon in the world. It is situated on the 
top of a skyscraper in the heart of the 
city, and its burst of penctrating red 
light, surmounted by two rotating search- 
lights, will act as a guide for every 
airman approaching in fair weather 
within one hundred miles of the city. 

The beacon has been erected and will be 
maintained by a big business firm, and is 
the first ever built to include on one 
tower neon tubes (the crimson signal) 
and the rotating searchlights. 

It is also the first to use flashing neon 
lights in code letters for tne guidance of 
airmen. The steel tower is hexagonal in 
shape and rises forty-five feet above the 
roof of the building and five hundred and 
twenty feet above the pavement level. 

“We have seen great things in avia- 
tion, but we will live to see greater,” 
Colonel William P. MacCracken, junior, 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce. for 
Aeronautics, said in his. dedicatory 
address, in which he sketched the. growth 
of aviation in the United States, recall- 
ing, in particular, that it was only four 
years ago that night flying was inaugu- 
rated from Chicago’ to Cheyenne

INDIA, 


NO LOSS OF LIFE. 
TOWN MAY. BE 
[SOLATED. 


A great ice-dam has burst in India, 
and seven thousand million cubic feet of 
water (or very nearly the capacity of 
Uliswater Lake) are pouring down the 
Indus valley from a height of seventeen 
thousand feet, threatening to flood the 
low banks further down the river. 

For nearly a month the position has 
been regarded as serious, a huge ice-dam 
holding back the ever-rising waters of the 
Shyok, a tributary of the Indus in 
Kashmir, in a gorge about one hundred 
and forty miles beyond Leh. 

Below the gorge the river runs through 
a comparatively broad valley, and the 


situation for the inhabitants of the 
numerous villages along these banks is 
dangerous, indeed. Fortunately, the 


burst had given ample notice of its inten- 
tions, and there had been time to warn 
everybody living in the affected area, in 
addition to which elaborate arrangements 
had been made for signalling down the 
valley directly the ice-dam should give 
Way. 

The river steamers are taking refuge 
downstream.

HOW THE WARNING WAS 
GIVEN.

LAHORE, Monday. 

The glacier dam at Yanchan, on the 
Shyok river, burst last night, the news 
being carried to Leh, one hundred and 
forty miles to the south, by the chain of 
giant bonfires on the mountain tops, and 
from Leh telegraphed to Simla and 
Lahore. 

The ice-dam is one thousand feet wide 
and one thousand two hundred feet thick, 
and has penned-up waters in a lake nine 
miles long, and three hundred feet deep 
in places. 

The consequences of the burst dam can 
be imagined. Communications are so 
difficult that a description of the actual 
burst is not expected for some time, but 
the bonfire chain suggests that the burst 
happened at nine oclock last night. If 
this is so, the arrival of the flood at Leh, 
which is travelling, it is estimated, at 
the rate of seven miles an hour, should 
be announced to-night. 

All the emergency measures have been 
put into effect, and various experts are 
now proceeding to the danger points. The 
Government has now learnt that Colonel 
Howell has remained at Leh to: make all 
arrangements for the warnings, and has 
sent on Mr. Sinclair, the Trade Commis- 
sioner, who has faced a dangerous job, 
as it is virtually impossible to climb 
above the glacier. i 

The outside world does not seem fo 
realise the complete absence of communi. 
cations above Leh, and that ‘Shyok is one 
of the most inaccesible places in the 
world. Reporters and photographers have 
gone to accessible points. ~ 


WHAT MAY HAPPEN. 


TOWN IN DANGER OF 


British Resident at Kashmir, described 
to a reporter yesterday the possible con- 
sequences of the breaking of the ice dam, 
holding the River Shyok, when the water 
now rushing down the Indus’ Valley 
reaches the plains. 

He raid that the arranzoments to warn 
the inhabitants of towns and villages in 
the path: of the flood should enable- them 
to make their escape in time. One 
danger was that the town of Gilgit might 
be completely cut off from the rest of the 
world if the bridge on the road leading 
into the town were swept away. 

‘' When the water reaches the plains it 
may do great damage to houses and 
crops,’ he said; ‘‘you cannot stop. it, 


in the neighbourhood where the disaster 
occurred are very lofty. The country is 
quite bare. There is no forest’ land. ' The 
river is fed from great glacier regions 
and by the biggest glacier in the 
Himalayas. 

“The villages:are not very numerous. 
I do not think that there is much danger 
to life, especially as the people are quite 
accustomed to the river being dammed 
occasionally, and are able to take pre- 
cautions. d 

“The chief danger would be where the 
Indus bursts out from the mountains into 
the .plains- of India, some hundreds of 
miles below where the dam _has.. burst. 
That would be in the neighbourhood of 
Attock, in the Punjab. 

“Some eighty or a hundred years ‘ago 
great damage was done by a flood of this 
description, but then no warning could 
be given. In this case there has been 
ample warning, and thus every precau- 
tion would be taken.’’ 


GROUSE SHOOTING 
BEGINS, 


HEAVY RAIN AFFECTS BAGS 


Grouse shooting began yesterday under 


conditions which were unfavourable to 
sport. On Loch Lomondside, for in- 
stance, continuous rain and thick mist 


were experienced. Sportsmen, however, 
turned out in full force. In the vicinity 
of Rowardennan, one party of four guns 
had thirty-two brace of grouse, but the 
birds were not as good as last year’s. 
Elsewhere on Loch Lomondside four 
other guns secured fifty-five and a half 
brace of grouse, and seven rabbits. The 
bag of another party included thirty-two 
brace of grouse, seven snipe, two hares, 
and one woodcock. 

Mixed conditions were also encoun- 
tered in the Ballater (Aberdeenshire) 
district. On seme moors sport had to be 
given up owing to heavy rains and 
thunderstorms. Birds were reported to 
be scarce. Several moors were not shot 
over. 

On Dinnet moor Mr. C. M. Barclay,

The local Press thereupon attacked the 
Honduras Government for sanctioning the 
entry of United States troops, and the 
Government published, in justification, 
the text of a Note from the United States 
Minister requesting authorisation for the 
marines to cross the boundary. The Press 
continues, however, to criticise both the 
request and the authorisation.

VIEWS ON STOCK EXCHANGE 
DECISION. 


Commenting in its City Notes, on the Stock 
Exchange announcement, which followed the 
publication yesterday of the prospectus of 
Totalisators, Limited, The Times says :—We 
think this action of the Committee a very 
proper one. While it contains no reflection 
upon the particular company which made its 
appenl for subscriptions yesterday, it is a 
plain indication that the ruling body of the 
Stock Exchange regards public dealings in the 
shares of any company formed to supply or 
operate totalisator machines in this country as 
premature. 

Were dealings to be allowed in any com- 
pany formed for the purpose, the possibility 
of other totalisator concerns making ap- 
peals for funds would have to be allowed, 
and there can be no question about the 
undesirability of public activity in such 
ventures at this stage, when practically 
everything depends on what action will be 
taken by a Board which has yet to be set up. 


THE RHINELAND 
EVACUATION: 


NO NEWS IN PARIS OF 
GERMAN MOVE. 
From REUTER $ Correspondent. 
2 PARIS, Monday. 
At the Quai d’Orsay .this morning, it 
was declared that nothing was known 
regarding German “ sounding ”’ of Paris, 
London, Brussels and Rome, regarding an 
eyentual official German move ‘n favour 
of the evacuation of the Rhineland, as 
reported in a London newspaper. 
The Echo de Parts says. that, ‘‘ assum- 


ing the report is accurate, it is note- 
worthy that no sounding was made in 
Warsaw.”’ 


The paper is of opinion that Germany 
intends to exclude Poland from. the 
negotiations, “ thus giving fresh proof 
of her design to separate France from 
Poland.’’

PARIS, Monday. 

Tt is the conviction’ of the French 
Government, and indeed of the majority 
of the French nation, that no. useful 
purpose would be served: by raising the 
question of the occupied ‘territories and 
the general consideration of: Franco- 
German relations which -this. would 
involve, on the occasion of the signifig of 
the Kellogg pact at the end of :this 
month. 

Probably, in order to avoid * inoppor- 
tune speculation. the fact that the 
German Government had sounded the 
Governments of “France, Great Britain, 
Italy and Belgium in the early days of 
August te know whether such a discus- 
sion would be welcome, or even permitted, 
was not divulged in Paris. News that 
such a démarche had, in fact, been made 
and had been. generally unfavourably 
received arrived from. Berlin, and this, in 
conjunction with other independent 
events, such as M. Herriot’s visit to 
Cologne and the deliberations of the 
International. Socialist’ Congress — in 
Brussels, has afforded an oceasion for a 
thorough review of the situation by the 
Press and indepeadent observers. 

‘From recent arti¢les and expressions of 
opinion, it appears that France considers 
that she has done all that could fairly be 
expected of her to bring about a Franco- 
German rapprochement, upon which she 
realises that the. maintenance of European 
peace must largely depend. Before any 
further steps can be taken, she must 
receive better assurances of good faith 
and good-will from the other side than 
she at present’ possesses.

The spirit of the Tailteann season was 
everywhere manifest in Dublin yesterday. 
The principal streets, gay with flowers, 
flags and bunting, were crowded with 
sightseers: in fact, the whole atmosphere 
of the city and suburbs throughout the 
day was more reminiscent of a national 
holiday than a day of ‘‘business as 
usual.”’ 

A varied and attractive programme had 
been arranged for the day, but the 
heavy showers of rain which fell in the 
afternoor militated against the enjoy- 
ment of thousands of visitors who were 
present at the outdoor events. 

The attractions provided included golf 
at Clontarf (women) and Portmarnock 
(men); national and international motor 
cycle races in the Phanix Park at three 
o'clock ; the national handball contests in 
the Civic Guards’ Dépét in the Park ; the 
vocal solo competitions in the Mansion 
House in the evening, and the Dundealean 
players (Dundalk) in “ The Young Man 
from Rathmines’’ and “ Autumn Fire” 
at’ the Peacock’ Theatre. The Tailteann 
regatta took place in Cork. 

EXCITING MOTOR RACING. 

The principal outdoor fixture was the 
“Leinster Hundred” and the Tailteann 
motor cycle championships in the 
Pheenix Park, there being in all 64 
entries for the two events, which were 
run off together. The ‘“ Leinster 
Hundred” attracted well-known com- 
petitors from Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, among whom were Graham 
Walker, who in last year’s race missed 
making the fastest time of the day br 
one second, and who is this year’s winner 
of the ““ Hundred,” E. Smith being second 
and J. Glazier third. 

In addition to Walker, other cross- 
Channel riders included S. A. Crabtree, 
L. T. Davenport, and J. H. Simpson, all 
of whom have big records to their credit. 
Stanley Woods was the scratch man, and 
he had hard luck in falling when half 
through the race. He remounted. how- 
ever, and finished the course, : 

Entrants from Ulster include Shaw, 
Stewart, Blackburn, Brooks and Dolan. 
the first-named being Jast vear’s winner of 
the Ulster Grand Prix. The races were 
witnessed by a huge crowd, the only 
disagreeable element being the showers of 
rain. 

The opening stages of the race were 
rather thrilling, five or six riders coniing 
to grief at the Phenix Monument bend: 


They all remounted, the maiority of 
those entered finishing. Half-an-hour 
after the start rain fell heavily, causing 
some further falls, none of them serious, 


and reducing the speed of the competitors. 
OTHER EVENTS. 

The Handball contests opened at 5 
o'clock, and the two events—senior soft- 
ball semi-final, in which the competitors 
were Leinster and Connaught. and the 
junior semi-final between Munster and 
Leinster—-were keenly contested, in the 
presence of a large gathering. 

From a golfing point oí view the weather 
could not have been worse. The links 
were swept by a gusty wind, and in the 
evening heavy rain made matters worse, 


causing poor scores. ‘The defeat of the 
holder of the National Championship, Dr. 
MeCormick, came as a great surprise, but 
Miss Blake, Woodbrook, - retained the 


Ladies’ Championship. 
The vocal competitions in the Mansion 
House were patronised by a very large and 


enthusiastic audience. as was also the 
dramatic performance in the Peacock 
Theatre. 

DUBLIN CITY DECORATIONS. 

The decoration of Dublin for the 
Games has been excellently done hy 
the Decorations Committee, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Charles Travers. 
The principal thoroughfares of the 
city are lined with Venetian poles. 
from which. fv the Tricolour§ and 
the Tailfeann flag. On the tram and 


electric Jamp standards hang baskets of 


flowers. Around the hases of the monn- 
ments in Collece Green and Sackville 
street and on the island on O'Connell 


Bridge pretty flower beds lend a fresh 
appearance to the citv. Flags of all 
nations hang from buildings in all the 
principal streets. The whole gives a gay 
and festive air to the city. 

At night a number of enterprising firms 
illuminate their premises externally with 
fine effect.

The judging of the dramatic art competi- 
tions of Aonach Tailteann began last night at 


the Peacock Theatre, Dublin. when the Dun- |

“ Autumn Fire’’ and ' The Young Man from | 


Rathmines.’’ The adjudicators were Mr. 
William Armstrong, director of the Liverpool 
Repertory Theatre, and Mr Nugent. Monck, 
director of the Maddermarket Theatre, Nor- 
wich. 


It was surprising to find the little theatre | 


only about half filled, especially as the amateur 
theatrical movement in this country, as. well 
as in Great Britain, has grown within a few 
years to be a very big thing, indeed. 

The Dundalk people gave the competition 
an excellent send-off. Both plays were pro- 
duced by Mrs. Una McGuill, who also played 
lead in Mr. Murray's masterpiece, and had a 
very fine conception of dramatic production. 
It is not fitting to anticipate the opinions of 
the adjudicators, but it may be said that 
these players got the whole atmosphere of 
“ Autumn Fire,” and that the individual 
weaknesses were almost forgotten in the com- 
pleteness of the general effect. The play was 
effectively staged, and the making-up was re- 
markably good. The valuable collection of 
willow-pattern plates displayed in the dresser 
of the Keegan kitchen was a useful addition 
to the staging. 

It is interesting to know that this combina- 
tiony made up of many classes in Dundalk— 
postmen and publicans, teachers and shop 
assistants—is only about three months in 
existence. It was bronght together by Mrs. 
McGuill to give a helping hand to a popniar 
priest in a parochial effort, and from that 
accidental beginning the amateur stage has 
got a promising recruit. Dundalk, by the 
way, has three amateur dramatic societies, 
and a fourth—for the playing of Shakespeare 
only—is expected to take the boards next 
winter. 

It is a compliment to the Dundealgan 
plavers to say that they got “$ Autumn Fire ”’ 
well over, in spite of the handicap of the 
aggressively hard Dundalk accent. Judged 
only by the applause from the auditorium, 
Miss Annie Dunne’s Mollie Hurley was an 
outstanding success. Hers was certainly an 
easy. natural and altogether charming study 
of the ‘‘tormentin’ little divil” that is one 
of the happiest of Mr. Murray’s manv 
creations. In the domedy the Mr. Dowd of 
Mr. James Flood Wwas work far above the 
class essociated with the word amateur. 
Many times during the evening one was re- 
minded that the stage manager, Mr. John 
O'Byrne, knows his business.

MacCORMACK CUP AWARD. 


The Aonach Tailteann music competitions 
began last. night in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, with the Vocal Solo Competition, for 
which’ there were twenty-six entries. he 
MacCormack Cup, presented by Count 
MacCormack for this event, was won by Mr. 
Denis Cox, 4 Redmond street, South Circular 
road, Dublin. Miss Geraldine Costigan, 
Sandhurst Crescent, 94 Fitzroy avenue, 
‘Belfast, and Mr. Frank Gallagher, 35 Need- 
ham street, Newry, tied for second place, 
with 95 marks. 

The adjudicators were Mr. Harold White 
and Mr. Thomas Marchant. Mr. White said 
that they both had listened to the competi- 
tion with a considerable degree of interest. 
This competition, he went on. is for the 
MacCormack Cup, and my colleague and 1 
have endeavoured to come to a decision ac- 
cording to what we would look for in a singer 
of Count MacCormack’s own ability; we 
look for the qualities which so largely distin- 
guish that great singer.’ That is, the quality 
of the voice, the purity of diction and variety 
of expression. In order to secure that you 
have got to be very careful in the selection 
of your song. -I do not mean by that what 
has come to be termed “ high-brow ”’ songs. 
You can get a great deal of expression from 
simple ballads as well as from operatic arias. 
But it requires a great artist to do that; 
Count MacCormack has a great faculty of 
transmuting base metal into pure gold. It 
would be a fatal thing if a singer of much 
less ability tried to get a great effect from 
what we call a drawing-room ballad. Another 
quality we look for is a very elusive one 
which, for want of a better word, we call 
temperament—we might say personal mag- 
netism. Without this peculiar quality we 
find “singers inclined to sing from the throat 
upward. Every part of your physical being 
should take some part in the voice. 

A GREAT MODEL. 

Mr. Marchant and I have had no doubt 
whatever as to the winner of the cup. I am 
under no illusion about this singer ; i voice 
is very limited in its quality, and, perhaps, 
in its range; but he is a great model for all 
singers, in the sense that he makes the most 
of what he has got. He sings with a sin- 
cerity that makes itself felt in every corner 
of the room. It is a difficult matter to 
seize the undivided attention of his audi- 
ence so that they cannot possibly do any- 
thing else but listen to him, and he has done 
that. His rhythm comes perfectly naturally, 
and his singing of Irish songs is absolutely 
unapproachable by anyone I have ever heard. 
He is the only singer I have heard who con- 
vinces me that Irisn is a musical language in 
the sense that you can sing songs in it. His 
ireedom of rhythm gave me a new sense 
altogether about it. He got plenty of 
dramatic enthusiasm into his work; he gave 
you in imagination the effect he wished to 
convey. 1 eongratulate him very heartily. 

The next difficulty was the award of the 

silver medal. One singer of this afternoon 
was quite unimpressive, but he was good 
enough to be recalled this evening, and we 
were electrified by his rendering en the second 
occasion. Another competitor had a very 
charming, cultured style—not a big voice, but 
still another instaneé of a voice well managed, 
and an excellent diction. Her songs were not 
very suitable for her. All we could do was to 
give both these singers the same marks; and 
I have asked Mr. Reidy to recommend these 
-two singers for silver medals. We Inghly 
recommend No. 24 (Mr. Bernard Boylan, 
Bradford, Yorks), a very fine voice, rather 
unbridled in his expression and declamation ; 
he will get on, 
_ The following were commended:—Mr. S$. 
Ralph Symmons, Philipsburgh avenue, 
Dublin, 87 marks; Mr. Thomas Dawson, 6 
Chelmsford avenue,: Dublin, 85 marks. 

Mr. W. Reidy announced that Count McCor- 
mack had expressed his regret that, owing to 
an engagement in Athlone, he was unable to 
be present for the competition. 

CHORAL CONTESTS. 

There were two choral competitions—one for 
male voices and one for mixed voices, and 
there was only one entry for each—the 
Independent Choir (Conductor—Mr. William 
McGouran) for the first, and the Phibs- 
borough Musical Society (Conductor—Mr. 
Wilfred Brown) for the second. 

- Mr. Brendan. Rogers, in adjudicating, seid 
that the interpretation of both choirs was 
very good—a highly ereditable performanre— 
unfortunately there was no competition; they 
were different classes. Each choir had to sing 
two pieces—pieces which certainly tested them 
to the utmost, most difficult songs, that some 
years ago could not have been. taught for 
choral singing in this country. That, he said, 
shows a great advance and the value of the 
‘study that has been taking place It is a 
great pity that such singing does not occupy 
the same place in our social life as it does 
with the Welsh people. Music is not culti- 
vated as it ought to be in the schools, It 
should be an essential part of the programme, 
‘not a mere trimming. a tolerated pastime, as 
it is now. I am hardly empowered to decide 
the prizes, as there is no competition, but I 
shall strongly recommend the prize in hoth 
cases, The renderings were highly interesting, 
highly accomplished, most perfect in - 
pretation, the tone was exceedingly good, the 
expression and rhythm reaching almost to the 
hirhest marks. - R

VERY DANGEROUS. 

Addressing a gathering of Boy Scouts in 
Belfast last night, Lord Curzon, who is to 
drive a Buggatti car in the race, said that 
they were going to witness a great experi- 
ment on Saturday, ae far as the British Isles 
were concerned.

On the motion of Mr. J. Good (Dublin), 
seconded by Mr. G. R. Ryan (Limerick), the 
Council tendered a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Jacob for his work for the Association during 
his year of office. 

A letter was read from Mr. T. Fitzgerald 
(Tralee) stating that the business men of 
Tralee were taking steps to form a Chamber 
of Commerce. 

It was noted that arrangements had been 
made to hold a meeting, to be addressed by 
Mesers. G. R. Ryan (Limerick) and P. 
Crowley (Cork). 

WINDING-UP OF COMPANIES. 

The Council discussed the auditing of ac- 
counts in voluntary liquidations. 

After a report from the Cork Incorporated 
Chamber of Commerce and Shipping and a 
letter from Mr. John Mackie, F.C.A. (Dublin) 
had been read, it was agreed to forward the 
following suggestion to the Bankruptcy Com- 
mission :— 

“In a voluntary liquidation, where the 
liquidator’s accounts have not been vouched 
by a committee of the creditors and/or share- 
holders, they must be submitted for audit to a 
reputable firm of professional accountants. 
Where this has not been done, the Registrar 
of Joint Stock Companies shall have power 
to refer them to such a firm at the expense of 
the liquidator.’’ 

A letter from the Federation of Chambers 
of Commerce of the British Empire was 
read, drawing attention to a proposal to 
reduce the maximum length of the code word 
from ten letters to five. The following reso- 
lution was adopted unanimously :—‘‘ That 
this Association requests the Government to 
instruct its representatives attending the In- 
ternational Telegraph Conference, to be held 
in Brussels in September, 1928, to oppose 
any proposal which would result in higher 
charges to the user of code as being a retro- 
grade movement inimical to international. 
trade.”’ 

The Council discussed the future form of 
local government, and considered the Cork 
City Management Bill, which had been cir- 
culated to the members. 

The representatives from Cork stated that 
the bill was being supported by both of the 
Cork Chambers. 

The principle of the bill was approved. 

BETTING FACILITIES. 

The following resolution from the Cork In- 
corporated Chamber of Commerce and Ship- 
ping was adopted :—‘‘ That this Association 
deplores the growth of the habit of betting, 
which has been stimulated by increased facill- 
ties, and urges the Government to check the 
evil by curtailing these facilities.” 

The following resolution from the Dublin 
Chamber was considered :—‘‘ That this Asso- 
ciation requests the Government to take steps 
to relieve the congestion in the Circuit Courts 
and to expedite the hearing of appeals.’’ 

Mr. G. Ryan (Limerick) wished to protest 
against any proposal to reducé the jurisdic- 
tion of the Circuit Courts from £300 to £150. 

It was agreed to place on the agenda for 
the next meeting the “report of the Joint 
Committee appointed to consider and report 
on the rules of the Circuit Court.” On the 
understanding that. the whole matter would 
be considered, the resolution was withdrawn 
by the Dublin representatives.”’ 

ARBITRATION. 

The following resolution was adopted :— 
“That, in order to facilitate commercial 
arbitration, this Association requests the 
Government to enact legislation necessary to 
enable Part 2 of the Administration of Jus- 
tice Act, 1920, to be extended to the Irish 
Free State; to take steps to secure that a 
judgment of a Circuit rt should rank as 
a ' of a Superior Court for the pur- 
pose of Part 2 of the Administration of Jus- 
‘tice Act, 1920; to introduce an Arbitration 
Act on the lines of the British Arbitration 
Act of 1889; to sign and ratify the protocol 
“sg cú oe “3 and the Con-

Awards of 1927.” eer

The text oí the letters exchanged be- 
tween Sir §S. Barton, His Majesty’s 
Consul-General at i, and br. C. 
T. Wang, Nationalist Ministér for Foreign 
Affairs, Nanking, containing the terms of 
the settlement of the Nanking incident of 
— 24th, 1927, was published yester- 

7. ! 

In a letter to Sir Miles Lampton, His 
Britannic Majesty’s Minister at Peking, 
Dr. Wang wrote that, animated by a de- 
sire to promote the most friendly feelings 
happily subsisting between the British and 
Chinese people, Nationalist Govern- 
ment were prepared to bring about an 
immediate settlement of the Nanking in- 
cident, and he conveyed to His Majesty’s 
Government in GreatBritain their profound 
regret at the indignities and injuries in- 
flicted u officia] representatives of His 
Majesty's Government, the loss of pro- 
perty sustained by the British Consulate, 
and the personal injuries and material 
damage done to British residents. 

Although it had been found after in- 
vestigation that the incident was entirely 
instigated by Communists prior to the 
establishment of the Nationalist Govern- 
ment at Nanking, the latter, neverheless, 
accepted responsibility. Therefore, they 
undertook specifically that there would be 
no similar violence or agitation against 
British lives or legitimate interests. The 
particular division of the troops that took 
part in the unfortunate incident had been 
disbanded, and the Nationalist Govern- 
ment had taken effective steps for the 
punishment of soldiers and other persons 
implicated. 

They undertook to make compensation 
in full for all personal injuries and 
material damage done, and they proposed 
that a Sino-British joint Commission 


should be instituted to assess the amount | 


of compensation due in each case. 


THE NOTE ACCEPTED. 

Sir 8S. Barton, in reply, accepted, on be- 
half of His Majesty's Government, Dr. 
Wang's Note in settlement of the British 
demands. 

Dr. Wang then wrote expressing the 
hope that His Majesty’s' Government 
would express regret at the action of the 
British war vessel, Emerald, in opening 
fire on Socony Hill at the time of the in- 
cident ; but Sir S. Barton replied that the 
firing referred to was a protective barrage, 
strictly confined to the immediate neigh- 
bourhood of foreign houses in which a 
number of British subjects had sought 
refuge from the assaults of an “un- 
restrained soldiery, and that it was. abso- 
lutely necessary for the protection of 
British lives. 

Dr. Wang then wrote suggesting that 
steps might be taken for the revision of 
existing treaties. 

Sir 8S. Barton replied that His 
Majesty's Government recognised the 
essential justice of the Chinese claim to 
treaty revision, and were prepared to 
enter into negotiation with the Nationalist 
Government on the subject. They did not 


intend to allow the Nanking incident to 
alter their previous attitude towards 
China. 


OBITUARY. 
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REAR-ADMIRAL ADAIR. 


Rear-Admiral Thomas Benjamin Stratton 
Adair died of pneumonia and heart trouble 
in a nursing home at Glasgow on Saturday 
last in his sixty-seventh year. The son of 
the late General Sir Charles William Adair, 
K.C.B., he was born at Gosport. In 1874 he 
entered the Royal Navy, in which till 1906 
he served in many parts of the world, visiting 
most of the Overseas Dominions. From 1882 
to 1883 he served in Egypt. He had been 
attached to the Gunnery School at Ports- 
mouth, and to the Gunnery Staff at the 
Admiralty, and was a member of the 
Ordnance Committee at Woolwich. 

On retiring from the Royal Navy Rear- 
Admiral Adair became head of the ordnance 
department of Messrs. W. Beardmore and 
Co., Ltd., Glasgow. Before his appointment 
Messrs, Beardmore never had produced a gun. 
Under. his superintendence, however, they 
applied héis agh to this department of their 
work so energetically that by the end of the 
Great War they had made abcut five thousand 
weapons, ranging in size from the 18-pounder 
field-gun to the hundred-ton fifteen inch naval 
gun, and had made also many mountings. 

Rear-Admiral Adair presented the 
Shettleston division of Glasgow as Con- 
servative in Parliament from 1918 to 1922, 
when he retired. The Rear-Admiral was 
descended from a Ceunty Antrim family, some 
of whose members fought in the Battle of the 
Boyne, and since 1760 its members had been 
connected with the Royal Navy. 


MR. ROBERT BAILE. 


The death is announced, at the age of 57, 
of Mr. Robert Baile, M.A., Headmaster of 
Ranelagh School, Athlone. Jt took place on 
the 12th mst. at the residence of his brother- 
in-law, Mr. J. Macalester, J.P., Woodlawn, 
Dundalk, from an attack of angina. 

He was the son of Mr. Richard Baile, of 
Seabank, Castlebellingham, and was educated 
at Athlone under his uncle, the late Robert 
Baile, M.A., who was a prominent figure in 
the public and social life of that srwn. 
Having been assistant master at the Ranelagh 
School, he succeeded to the headmastership 
about ten years ago. He was one of that 
fine type of masters which the Incorporated 
Society appoint to their schools. While being 
a successful educationist, he paid attention 
to physical culture, but more especially to 
the drawing out of the highest moral quali- 
ties of honour, truth, goodness, and helpful- 
ness in his pupils; and alumni of Ranelagh 
School who passed under his ferule as 
assistant and head are now filling honoured 
positions in the world. 

Mr. Baile was a devoted member of the 
Charch of Ireland, and will be greatly missed 
in the parish of St. Peter’s Athlone, in 
connection with which he held many offices. 
He was also a Diocesan Synodsman, and a 
member of the Diocesan Council of Elphin 
and Ardagh. where his sound common-sense 
and practical business ability were appre- 
ciated; he represented that diocese in the 
General Synod. He was a well-known member 
of the Masonic body, in which he had risen 
to high rank. He leaves a widow; daughter 
of his uncle, Robert Baile, for whom mach 
sympathy is felt.

YACHTING) 


TAILTEANN SAILING 
REGATTA TO-DAY. 


At Kingstown to-day it is the turn of the Yacht 
ing section of the Aonach Tailteann to carry through 
the sailing programme of the festival, and if «all 
goes well—that is to say, if the weather allows it-~ 
a splendid regatta should result. At the momen’ 
of writing one cannot help feeling somew!.at 
anxious over the weather, which latter, of course, 
can make or mar almost every outdoor sportins 
fixture, but there are few that are more vulnerable 
in this way than yachting, which needs no mal 
conditions, with the wind neither too strong ror 
too light. ) 

At the moment, therefore, there is some anxicty 
over this point. This has been a very windy 
summer on the whole, and almost every regatta 
heid up to this has suffered in consequence. Will, 
therefore, the Tailteann Regatta be ne 
fortunate than the others? That is for to-day to 
tell, but it is certain that if the weather is «"!'- 
able the regatta will be as successful as was tho 
similar fixture in 1924. That day was quite a 
revelation in its way, and there is no reason now 
why it should not be repeated. It only rests with 
the weather now to decide the point one way rr 
the other a 

There were eleven races on the original pro- 

gramme, but one of these—that for the Shannon 
one-design class boats—seems fated to fall through, 
none having come to Dublin for the purpose. The 
position of owners in the Shannon boats can be 
easily understood. The Tailteann fixture falls in 
the middle of the Shannon Regatta season. To 
bring the boats up to Dublin would disarrange tha 
latter, and would be a costiy business also, and il 
is understood that they would much prefer to have 
the race sailed over Lough Ree on the same day 
as the Tailteann motor boat trials. It seems 4 
reasonable enough way out of the difficulty, but 
it introdaces the principle of de-centralisation and 
would create a precedent, which the Yachting Com- 
mittee could not concede without special permis- 
sion. : 
It is very possible that at future Aonach Tailteann 
festivals the de-centralisation awestion will come np 
strongly in the case of yachts. Many hold, for 
instanee, that Cerk Harbour and Belfast Louch 
have as much claim to the Tailteann Sailing 
Regatta as Dublin Bay possesses. 

However, to return to to-day’s regatta, the first 
thing to lg remembered is that the preparatory 
gun for the opening race—yachts over 10 tons and 
not exceeding 40 tons—is timed for 2.50 p.m.; and 
that the preparatory guns for the other time races 
follow at intervals of 10 minutes up to 4 o'clock. 
There will be thus a stream of yachts 
and sail boats Jeaying harbour for an 
hour and a-half, and any spectator desirous of 
obtaining a good view point need not go further 
than the East Pier, seeing that the starters will 
pass along it from the starting line (between the 
pier-ends), the first three races going to the South 
Burford and all others to a mark boat off Bullock.

DERRY'S FINE WIN.

CORK, Monday. 
- Circumstances combined against yesterday's 
proceedings at Cork. The weather was very 
uncertain all the morning, heavy showers 
sweeping the enclosure at frequent intervals— 
result, a very moderate attendance.

DERRY’S FINE WIN. 

Derry B.C. travelled a senior four changed 
slightly from the crew which had won earlier 
in the season, and their meeting with Citie 
of the Tribes (A crew) proved quite a good 
race. Fast as ever from the stake boats, 
the Galway men, rowing their usual short 
stroke, slipped right away, and at the end of 
the minute were almost clear. Derry hung 
ou well, and as the boats began to feel the 
full strength of the sou’-west wind their better 
length told its tale. Galway were still in 
front at half-way, but slowly the Northerners 
pulled them back, and, going ahead in turn, 
drew out in the shelter of the wall to win by 
two lengths. 

It was pleasant to see University College, 
Dublin, scoring a good win. They have 
rowed and raced steadily and well all the 
season, and they fairly trounced a Shandon 
four, their only opponents owing to Lee’s 
withdrawal. The win carries them to the 
semi-final round, and the same form ta-day 
might bring them into the final. 

With the collapsé of the senior eights 
interest. was focussed on the juniors—divided 
into four heats—a total of eleven crews. 
There was but a single scratching, that of 
New Ross, and it was made in due order 
with ample notice to the committee. 


KEEN RACING. 

In all four heats the racing was keen, and 

nothing in the way of a runaway win resulted. 
Drogheda and Dublin rowed dead level to 
beyond the haif-way mark; then the steadier 
swing of the Boyne crew took them to the 
front, and while they could never shake 
Dublin off they were good enough to win by 
rather more than a length.

VICTORY OF CAPTAIN WEST. 


The National Men’s Championship yesterday 
changed hands at Portmarnock when at the 
close of the thirty-six holes’ strokes com- 
petition Captain Cecil West, of the Grey- 
Stones Club, led the field with an aggregate 
of 159 strokes, giving him a win over Re J. 
D. MacCormack, who was the winner of both 
championships in 1924. A young Port- 
marnock golfer in William Gill was third with 
166. He might easily have finished up second 
hut for ill-luck attending some of his strokes. 

From the original entry of forty-eight there 
were half-a-dozen scratchings, including P. C. 
Burton, of Porter’s Park, who was one of the 
two who entered from outside clubs, the other 
gs F. R. Ryan, of the Foxhills Club, New 

ork. 


_ When the first pair went out in the morfiin 
it was blowing very hard, and it was realis 
that even with the match play tees in use, 
anything better than two scores under eighty 
would be there or thereabouts. As the 
evening advanced the wind increased in force, 
and in addition a heavy downpour set in. | 
severe was the rainfall that a number of 
players, assuming that the local rule regarding 
‘club competitions held good, took shelter, and 
thus disqualified themselves. Not that it 
mattered as regards the result; as a matter 
of fact, of those who took shelter only one 
would have got nearer than fourth. 
HIGH SCORING. 

With the conditions as they were it was 
only to be expected that the scoring would 
rule high, but really the wind was not the 
serious handicap which most of the players 
made it for themselves. The fact of the 
matter was that had they played more with 
their heads, had they kept the ball down and 
straight, instead of lashing out and gin 
it to the mercy of the elements they woul 
have done ever so much better. 

Captain West played very consistent golf. 
He was one of the few who played intelligent 
golf, as it were. His morning round of 
was almost perfect; certainly, his first nine 
of 36 was splendid’ golfing under 
trying circumstances. He had a 2 at 
the seventh, and followed it with a ó 
at the eighth, while he had an equally good 
4 at tke sixth. His only blemish on the 
second nine was the fourteenth, where he 
pitched too far. At the short fifteenth he 
over-clubbed himself, but he effected a 
magnificent recovery from a bad position, and 
gota 4. He had three putts at the sixteenth, 
and finished with two 5's. 

A TIMELY RECOVERY. 

When in the evening he took 7 at the 
second hole through topping a shot into the 
bunker and failing to get out, it seemed as 
lmW he had sine into Dr. MacCormack’s 
hand, for he was leading the holder by only 
three strokes when the round began. He, 
however, counterbalanced that lapse by 
having a fine 3 at the third, and thereafter he 
played a steady game. He may have been 
fortunate at the fourteenth after missing his 
drive, and he took three putts at the seven- 
teenth; but a 5 at the home hole gave him a 
round of 82 and an aggregate of 159, which 
beat the holder's score by five strokes. Apart 
from the capital golf which W. Gill. played 
there was little else outstanding in the re- 
mainder of the play. Dr. MacCormack did 
right well by going round in the forenoon in 
80, .but he was four strokes worse in the 
evening, having had some bad holes on each 
round. About the worst cf them was the 
eighteenth in the morning. Here, after a 
good drive and from a hanging lie, he took 
his driver and sent the ball into the garage, 
from where it took lim five more to hole out. 
One of the few rounds under 80 was E. F. 
Kilduff’s 78 in the second round; indeed, it 
was the second best score of the day. Tens 
were of frequent occurrence, and at least one 
player required half-a-dozen putts on one 
green. It was freak golf for an Irish cham- 
pionship, and proved conclusively that even 
the best of our players have something to 
learn about golfing in a wind on a high-grade 
links such as Portmarnock is.

THE OPENING ROUNDS.

TAILTEANN RACES IN THE 
PHCENIX PARK,

ENGLISH RIDERS FIRST AND 
SECOND IN LEINSTER 
“ HUNDRED.” 


The competitive programme of the Tailteann 
Games was very successfully inaugurated 
yesterday aiternoon, when the Leinster Motor 
Cycle and Light Car Club, to which the 
Southern Centre of the Motor Cycle Union of 
Ireland had delegated the conduct of the 
proceedings, brought to issue a programme 
of motor cycle racing in the Phenix Park. 

Theoretically, at least, there were eight 
races on the programme, but as seven of 
these were run simultaneously, there were, 
in actual fact, but two events—the Tailteann 
motor cycle ee es Gig, with which the 
EE NEE opened, and the hundred miles 
iandieap, popularly known as the Leinster 
“Hundred.” The handicap awards in the 
latter may be regarded as the chief trophies 
of the race. In addition te these there were 
special awards offered by the club for the 
fastest time in each of the three cubic 
capacity classes and the Tailteann awards for 
the fastest time in the classes by native-born 
Irishmen. The other event was the Tailteann 
sidecar championship, with which the pro- 
ceedings opened. Little need be said about 
the latter. There were five starters, and only 
two of them completed the first lap. At the 
end of it Dene Allen (Norton) had such a 
long lead from P. Mooney (Norton) that he 
was able to take things easily for the second 
circuit, and completed his eight and a half 
miles in 10 minutes 45 seconds. Mooney 
pushed his machine over the line and secured 
the distinction of being second, over two 
minutes behind the winner. 

Seldom has the Phenix Park seen such a 
huge concourse of people as assembled to see 
the racing. Those who were regerded as 
competent judges put down the attendance at 
00,000. but, whether they were right or 
wrong in their estimate, there is little doubt 
that at the popular parts of the course there 
was congestion at every point. This was 
particularly true of such vantage positions as 
the Pheenix Monument, the Mountjoy Cross 
roads, and the turnings leading on to and 
off the main road. Only on the road passing 
the back of the Viceregal Lodge could the 
attendance be described as sparse. 

A SPLENDID RACE. 

The spectators were treated to one of the 

finest races of its class that has ever been 


rain, whieh took place during the progress of 
the event, did not interfere with its success. 
More satisfactory still, it did not cause any 
accident. Shortly before the scratchman set 
out to recover the 32 minutes’ start which 
the limit man received, the rain commenced 
to fall. Having continued steadily for some 
little time, it developed into a tropical down- 
pour, and the course was literally swimming 
in water before many. minutes. It continued 
to fall heavily for over half an hour, and 
then suddenly ceased. The sun made a wel- 
come re-appearance, and in a few minutes 
the tarred roads of the Phenix Park were as 
dry as when the limit man started. 

A POPULAR VICTORY. 

The handicap event resulted in two English 
riders, Graham, W. Walker, of Wolverhamn- 
ton on a 499 c.c. Rudge-Whitworth, and E. 
Smith, of Liverpool, on a 346 c.c. Sunbeam, 
being first and second, with D. McKay, of 
Dublin, on a 249 ec.c. Royal Enfield third. 
The scratchman, Stanley Woods, of Dublin, 
of whom it may be said that quite one-half 
of the spectators went to the Phoenix Park 
to see, ran into fourth place, after having a 
couple of falls. Walker secured the addi- 
tional distinction of making fastest time of 
the race, covering the distance at an approxi- 
mate speed of just under sixty-two miles per 
hour. 

His victory was a most popular one, as 
of all the English riders who have competed 
in the Leinster “ Hundred " since it was 
inaugurated in 1923, he has been the most 
consistent supporter of the event. In the 
first vear, when the race was run over the 
circuit at Dunshaughlin, he made the fastest 
time, and he repeated the performance on 
the last occasion the race was held in the 
County Meath—namely, in 1926. Including 
yesterday's race. he has ridden in the Lein- 
ster “Hundred” on four occasions, and 
always with distinction. 


Walker also won the scratch award for 
the fastest time of the under 500 c.c. 
machines. Smith won the corresponding 


award in the 350 c.c. class, and C. W. John- 
ston, on a Cotton. won the award for the 
fastest rider on a 250 ce.e. machine. Johnston 
was the only one of the trio who was also 
elicible for the Tailteann awards. In the 
350 c.c. class the Tailteann medal went to 
C. P. V. Tanner. New Imperial, and in the 
500 c.c. class to Stanley Woods. 

STANLEY WOOD'S ILL-LUCK. 

While paying every tribnte to the fine 
performance of Graham Walker in running 
through the field from the short mark of 
90 secs., it must be said that Stanley 
Woods’s riding in the early part of the race 
was quite the feature of the event. Corner- 
ing magnificently and riding with a steadiness 
that no one in the race exceeded, he pulled 
back Graham Walker’s handicap in less than 
half the distance, and continued to lead him 


for a considerable portion of the race. Then 
he had a ston to refuel his machine. After 
that his Inck changed. He fell on more 


than one occasion, and to add to his troubles 
his clutch began to slip. which caused him, 
relatively speaking, to fade ont of the pic- 
ture. Nevertheless, he held the position he 
had gained, and in the final handicap 
placings was fourth. 

The outstanding feature of the race was 
the fact that out of the sixty-one starters no 
less than twenty-five completed the full! ¢is- 
tance before the roads were opened. This 
is a very much higher proportion than one 
usually finds in a road race of this length, 
for at speeds in the neighbourhood of sixty 
miles an hour, pace tells its inevitable tale. 

There were four non-starters, of whom the 
most notahle was Gordon Burney, who, with 
C. P. V. Tanner, was scratchman in the 350 
c.c. class. Burney. was unable to get de- 
livery of his machine from the manufac- 
turers, and was compelled to play the part 
of an onlooker. 

GOOD HANDICAPPING. 
Those who were responsible for the fram- 


ing of the handicap may be congratu- 
lated on their work. The first three 
men were covered by a time in- 


terval of 39 secs. Then there was a gap 
of nearly five minutes before Stanley Woods 
ran into fourth place. The next nine riders 
came home within five minutes; seventeen 
riders were within ten minutes of Woods, 
and twenty-four of the twenty-five finishers 
were within 21 minutes 3 seconds of the 
winner of the haridicap. It may be said 
that the first three men in the race rode 
above their expected form. Stanley Woods 
was handicapped to do sixty-three miles an 
hour. As a matter of fact, he did five 
seconds better than sixty miles an hour, the 
actual distance of the race being 1024 miles, 
aud his time 102 minutes 12 seconds. 

Of the prominent riders who did not finish 
it may be said that H. G. Tyrell Smith did 
seven laps before retiring with gear box 
trouble; the meteoric Jimmy Simpson, of 
Wolverhampton, did the same number; J. 
W. Shaw, of Belfast, did fourteen, while 
another Belfast competitor, T. Stewart, did 
twelve. J. H. Blackburn, of Banbridge, 
who won last year’s event, did nine laps;

EXCELLENT ARRANGEMENTS. 

The arrangements made by the Leinster 
Clu» for the conduct of the race were excel- 
lent, and it may be at once said the General 
Council of the Tailteann Games and the 
Motor Cycle Union made no mistake in en- 
trusting the organisation of the meeting to 
them. With so many excellent workers it 
would be invidious to select any for special 
praise, but one cannot but pay tribute to the 
completeness of the arrangements made by 
Mr. J. A. Hanman, the Hon. Secretary of 
the Club. and Clerk of the Course, while a 
special tribute is due to Mr. J. A. Carvill, 
who gave general supervision to the arrange- 
ments on behalf of the Motor Cycle Union. 

As already mentioned, there were sixty- 
one starters out of the sixty-four whose 
names appeared on the programme. 

The progréss of the race will be succiently 
compre sn Sir when we say that with one 
guarter of the distance covered twelve of the 
starters had retired, while at half distance 
eighteen were out of the race.
